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Buds on the Ballot 

Support for legalizing marijuana in America has never been higher. 
And with voters in three states set to decide the issue for themselves 
this November, the question is no longer if, but rather where and 
when, it Will happen first.

E COLORADO: Amendment 64 

Amendment 64 would legal¬ 
ize possession of at least one 
ounce of marijuana for all adults 21 and 
older, while allowing them to grow at 
least six plants at home and developing a 
statewide regulatory system for commer¬ 
cial growers and distributors—all without 
affecting the state’s current medical 
marijuana program. With official support 
from the Colorado Democratic Party and 
a majority of the Denver County Repub¬ 
lican Assembly, plus a list of endorsers 
diverse enough to include shock jock 
Howard Stern and conservative preacher 
Pat Robertson, the effort has already suc¬ 
ceeded in making marijuana legalization 
an unmistakably mainstream issue in the 
Rocky Mountain State. 

Should the measure pass, of course, 
the new law would stand 100 percent 
in conflict with existing federal pro¬ 
hibition—but that’s no different from 
Colorado’s current medical marijuana 
program, which includes tight “seed to 
sales” regulation at the state level and 
seems to be working just fine.

D WASHINGTON: Initiative 502 

Washington’s Initiative 502 
would also legalize marijuana 
possession for those over 21, in this case 
with production and distribution subject 
to licensing and regulation by the state’s 
liquor-control board. If approved by 
voters, 1-502 would impose a 25 percent 
excise tax on the wholesale and retail 
sale of marijuana, with the money being 
used to fund substance-abuse programs, 
research, education and health care. It 
would also establish a “per se” DUI limit 
of five nanograms of THC per one mil¬ 
liliter of whole blood. 

The effort has brought together an 
impressive coalition of legalization 
advocates, including Seattle Mayor 
Michael McGinn and City Attorney Pete 
Holmes; former US Attorney for the 
Western District of Washington John 
McKay (the highest-ranking American law 
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enforcement official ever to support 
legalization); PBS travel reporter and 
national NORML advisory board member 
Rick Steves; State Representative Lou 
Dickerson; and Alison Holcomb, drug pol¬ 
icy director for the ACLU of Washington. 

But not everyone in favor of legaliza¬ 
tion supports 1-502. In fact, some of 
the most vocal criticism has come from 
longtime stalwarts of the local pot move¬ 
ment, including criminal defense attorney 
Jeffrey Steinborn, head of Washington 
NORML, who likens the proposition to a 
police sting in plain sight: “This initia¬ 
tive is dependent on people who want to 
manufacture or distribute [marijuana] 
signing up with the liquor-control board, 
knowing that the same law orders the 
liquor-control board to turn their names 
over to the DEA, who promise they will 
prosecute.” 

Steinborn adds: “If a significant 
number of people decide to ignore that 
threat, then it might work—but I doubt 
it, because the taxes imposed by 1-502 
are going to make prices so high that the 
black market will continue to flourish, 
and there’s still no individual grows.” 

Perhaps the most controversial among 
I-502’s provisions is the “per se” DUI 
limit, which critics argue could make 
unimpaired marijuana users subject to 
arrest due to a lingering THC blood level

from a joint they smoked long before 
getting behind the wheel. Holcomb, 
however, disputes the notion that a large 
number of unimpaired drivers would be 
above the five-nanogram limit, and she 
defends inclusion of the provision by 
pointing to polls showing that “drugged 
driving” is a major concern among swing 
voters. She says that including a strong 
safeguard was essential to drafting an 
initiative that can actually pass.

OREGON: Measure 80 

Of the three statewide 
initiatives before voters 
this November, the Oregon Cannabis 
Tax Act, now known as Measure 80, 
takes the least restrictive approach to 
regulating legal marijuana. If passed, 
the measure would allow the per¬ 
sonal possession and cultivation of 
cannabis for all adults (21 and older) 
with no limits so long as it’s not sold. 
Marijuana and derivative products 
would also be commercially available 
through state-licensed stores regu¬ 
lated by a newly created Oregon Can¬ 
nabis Commission. These same stores 
would be required to sell cannabis “at 
cost” to qualifying medical marijuana 
patients, while revenues from the 
program—estimated at $140 million 
annually—would be used to support 
Oregon’s General Fund (90 percent), 
drug abuse treatment (7 percent), 
hemp promotion (1 percent), hemp 
biodiesel (1 percent) and school drug 
education (1 percent).

Despite the Obama 
administration’s 
crackdown on medical 
marijuana, DEA data 
confirms that marijuana- 
plant eradication in 
2011 declined in 37 
states, even as canna¬ 
bis cultivation doubled 
nationwide during that 
same period. In 2010, law 
enforcement seized 10.32 
million pot plants, but 
last year that number 
dropped to 6.7 million—a 
35 percent decline. 

In California, which 
annually tops the US 
in both the number of 
plants produced and 
destroyed, eradication 
plunged from 7.3 million 
plants in 2010 to 3.9 mil¬ 
lion in 2011, a 46 percent 
decline (even larger than 
the national figure). Plus 
it stands to reason that 
as eradication drops, the 
amount of harvested and 
processed pot goes up. 
That reality is reflected 
in the increase in canna¬ 
bis confiscations nation¬ 
wide—almost doubling 
from 53,843 pounds in 
2009 to 113,167 pounds 
last year. 

Both the Feds and 
local cops attribute this 
pot proliferation to a 
constellation of events, 
including alterations 
in the growing tactics 
of Cali cultivators: for 
example, smaller grows 
in the less conspicuous 
areas found in the state’s 
Central Valley. 

Even more encourag¬ 
ing are the harsh budget 
cuts to state and local 
law enforcement eradi¬ 
cation efforts, suggesting 
that pot may not be the 
priority it once was. If 
America's long economic 
recession has a "silver 
lining," maybe this it.

Central Asia: Opium 
Wars Escalate 

Tajikistan sealed 
its border with 
Afghanistan in late 
July, after clashes 
with armed rebels left 
48 people dead—a 
re-escalation of a long- 
simmering conflict over 
control of the cross- 
border traffic in Afghan 
opium. Security forces 
are now searching 
for Tolib Ayombekov, 
a former rebel who 
became a commander 
of the border guard 
after a 1997 peace deal 
and is now believed 



to have taken up arms 
again. Ayombekov has 
been a fugitive since 
he failed to show up 
for questioning about 
the murder of a local 
security official in 
southern Badakhshan 
province, or to turn 
over men under his 
command suspected in 
the slaying. Apparently, 
in a dispute over 
control of the opium 
trade, he’s returned 
to being a freebooting 
warlord. 

Meanwhile, in 
Uzbekistan’s Fergana 
Valley, government 
forces destroyed an 
estimated 1,650 kilo¬ 
grams of “narcotics” 
after local activists 
with the Human Rights 
Alliance of Uzbekistan 
alerted authorities to 
opium and cannabis 
plantations.

Lebanon: Dissent Grows Over Cannabis Eradication 

There is increasing support in Lebanon’s cannabis-producing Bekaa Valley for a 
proposal by Walid Jumblatt—patriarch of the Druze ethnic group, and one of the coun¬ 
try’s top power brokers—for the government to legalize and purchase the crop from 
the area’s struggling farmers. Jumblatt is calling for the government to establish a 
program of controlled distribution for medicinal purposes. Advocates of the proposal 
say the yearly cannabis eradication by the Central Drug Control Office has led to cor¬ 
ruption and is breeding strong resentment. Indeed, attacks are mounting in the Bekaa 
on police and firms that rent bulldozers to the eradication teams. So far, the govern¬ 
ment insists that the eradication program will continue, boasting in late July that some 
6,000 dunums of cannabis had been destroyed during the past month, out of a total 
of 30,000 dunums from plantations in the area. Security sources predict it would take 
a month and a half to destroy all the fields.

Africa: US Expanding 
Drug War to Yet 
Another Continent 

The New York Times 
reported on July 21 
that the United States 
has begun training 
an elite group of 
counternarcotics 
police in Ghana and 
is planning similar 
units in Nigeria and 
Kenya—part of a new 
effort to combat Latin 
American drug cartels 
that have increasingly 
been using Africa 
as a transshipment 
point in trafficking 
cocaine to Europe. 

“We see Africa as the 
new frontier in terms 
of counterterrorism 
and counternarcotics 
issues,” said Jeffrey R 



Breeden, chief of the 
DEA’s Europe, Asia and 
Africa section. 

The DEA is also 
opening its first country 
office in Senegal, while 
the Pentagon is work¬ 
ing with Cape Verde 
to establish a regional 
center to detect narco¬ 
trafficking ships. These 
are the DEA’s first 
teams assigned to West 
Africa. 


Tijuana: “Narco- 
Tunnel” Found With 
Altar to Patron Saint 
of Traffickers 

A “narco-tunnel” 
discovered on July 12 by 
Mexican Army troops 
on the northeast side of 
Tijuana, just across the 
border from San Diego, 
included a makeshift 
altar honoring Jesus 
Malverde, Mexico’s 
(non-Vatican- 
recognized) patron 
saint of narco¬ 
traffickers. A second 
tunnel was found on 
another property on 
the northeast side

of the city, where 50 
tons of cannabis were 
also seized. Mexican 
troops discovered a 
third narco-tunnel in 


Nogales, just across 
from the Arizona 
border town of the 
same name, on July 
13. Days earlier, the US 
Border Patrol found yet 
another tunnel in San 
Luis, AZ. The tunnels 
were all equipped with 
lighting and ventilation, 
and one of the tunnels 
in Tijuana even had a 
railcar system. 



Bolivia: Coca 
Production 
Down, Cocaine 
Production Up? 

The US government 
has determined that 
Bolivia now has fewer 
coca plantations but is 
producing more cocaine 
because traffickers are 
using a more “efficient” 
process known as the 
“Colombian method.” 
Said John Creamer, 
outgoing charge 
d’affaires at the US 
diplomatic mission in 
La Paz: “That is the 
paradox in Bolivia. 

There are fewer coca 
plantations in the past 
three years, but there’s 
more production of 
cocaine.” Creamer 
said that using the 
Colombian method, 
producers “can obtain 
more cocaine with 
lesser quantities of coca 
leaves.” He also warned 
of the “resowing” of 
eradicated coca fields.

Miles Doughty of Slightly Stoopid talks about his nearly perfect life. By Mark Miller 


If he doesn't have a perfect 
life, Miles Doughty comes 
pretty damn close. That must 
be why Doughty is in such 
a good mood for this inter¬ 
view—no rock-star angst, 
condescension or preten¬ 
tiousness from the Slightly 
Stoopid guitarist, vocalist and 
co-founder (along with Kyle 
McDonald, Doughty’s friend 
since childhood). Even in the 
midst of a nationwide heat 
wave, Doughty was enjoying 
the weather, since it was “only 
92 degrees” in St. Louis on 
the July day we spoke to him, 
not long before the second 
show of the band’s two-month 
cross-country “2012 Unity 
Tour” co-headlining with 311. 

Doughty, guitarist/singer 
McDonald and the rest of 
Stoopid (including standout 


jam band saxophonist Karl 
Denson) are touring in sup¬ 
port of a new album, Top of 
the World (Stoopid Records). 
The LP’s 70-plus minutes of 
musical eclecticism kick off 
with the title track, emblem¬ 
atic of the band’s trademark 
brand of groove-driven 
reggae. Doughty explained 
the challenging lyrics in a 
nutshell: “When you’re on 
top of the world, everything’s 
great—but when you’re not, 
you can see things change 
real quick for you.” 

Fans have been chomping 
at the bit (and the blunt, joint 
and bong) in anticipation of 
World’s release, especially 
on places like the Stoopid 
website’s message forum. It’s 
the band’s first LP since 2008, 
and Doughty delineates the 


creative process: “We got to 
take our time recording in our 
own studio in San Diego. We’ve 
always been such a touring 
band—we hadn’t released 
an album in years. We were 
excited to work with great 
guest stars, and we’re happy 
with the flow of the record 
from song to song—it’s a build¬ 
up musically and lyrically.” 

One of those guest stars 
was Fishbone’s Angelo Moore 
on “Ska Diddy.” Doughty 
waxed high in his praise for 
Moore: “I’ve loved Fishbone 
since I was a kid, and now 
that we’ve toured with them, 
we’re friends. He is one of the 
greatest front men to ever go 
onstage.” 

Another welcome guest was 
old-school Jamaican reggae 
vocalist and Black Uhuru 


member Don Carlos, the per¬ 
fect vocal choice for the jazz 
dub of “Marijuana.” Doughty 
explained how the song was 
crafted: “Over the last few 
years, we’ve done live shows 
with Don Carlos, and he’d 
been singing that melody and 
wanted to make it a reality.” 

Pot is obviously a major 
component of Doughty and 
the band’s creative and 
personal lives, and he speaks 
on the subject with eloquent 
expertise as well as the 
informed passion of a can¬ 
nabis activist: “We’ve always 
been pro-marijuana, and we 
partake all the time. Just like 
Don Carlos was saying, Tt’s 
the healing of a nation.’ 

“It needs to be decriminal¬ 
ized,” Doughty adds. “We’re 
wasting ridiculous amounts of

money every year” prosecut¬ 
ing the War on Drugs. He 
postulates that this system¬ 
atic incarceration of cannabis 
consumers is a form of popu¬ 
lation control by the powers 
that be, considering that the 
majority of those imprisoned 
for weed are young and poor 
or working-class people, fre¬ 
quently minorities. Doughty 
also notes how convenient 
pot prohibition seems to be 
in enriching the prison-indus¬ 
trial complex in the US. 

One final note on the new 
album: Top of the World 
closer “Introduction to Organ¬ 
ics” is an all-mellow kickback. 
But after it fades out, keep on 
listening, as an excerpt from 
the hardcore burner “Road 
Rage” takes over—the band’s 
way of telling their fans that 
they haven’t forgotten their 
punk roots. “Rage” will be 
featured on an upcoming EP, 
and Doughty vows it’ll satisfy 
the appetites of all those who 
wanted punk tracks on World. 

Doughty was also enthused 
about the band’s new San 
Diego-area “Stoopid Com¬ 
pound,” which consists of the 
aforementioned private multi¬ 
track recording studio, as well 
as a rehearsal space and a 
lounge/entertainment room 
where anything goes. Doughty 
is appreciative: “It’s like 
a blessing from God, the 


freedom to record whenever 
you want. It’s ten minutes 
from the pad; whenever you 
feel the vibe, you can go there 
and lay down tracks.” 

Doughty formed Slightly 
Stoopid with McDonald in 
1995 in the Ocean Beach 
district of San Diego, and 
he paused to reflect on their 
unique bond: “It’s pretty 
insane—Kyle and I have been 
friends for 33 years. Most 
people can’t say they’ve been 
in a relationship or business 
partnership that long. We 
call ourselves ‘brothers from 
other mothers’ because we 
lived across the street from 
one another. Being able to 
make music with Kyle is spe¬ 
cial because we complement 
each other, being so different 
musically—and that’s the 
attraction of the band.” 

Doughty also reminisced 
about the mid-’90s scene 
in San Diego that spawned 
the Stoopid sound: “That 
time was a party scene; we 
grew up with punk, ska and 
skateboarding. Everybody was 
bumping Sublime, and we 
listened to Bad Religion, Pen¬ 
nywise and Operation Ivy.” 


Sublime, of course, is the 
seminal punk/ska/reggae 
band whose late, great singer, 
Bradley Nowell, paved the way 
for Slightly Stoopid’s emer¬ 
gence by signing them to his 
Skunk Records label. Nowell 
died of a heroin overdose in 
San Francisco in 1996, and 
Doughty commented on his 
mentor’s passing: “The world 
lost a great lyricist, songwriter 
and person. The sky was the 
limit if he had lived.” 

Slightly Stoopid had previ¬ 
ously covered “I Know You 
Rider,” a traditional country- 
blues sing-along most closely 
associated with the Grateful 
Dead, and Doughty described 
how their cover of a cover 
came full circle: “We played 
with Bob Weir [at Weir’s new 
studio at Mount Tamal- 
pais] and did T Know You 
Rider.’ Doing ‘Rider’ harmo¬ 
nies with him was surreal, 
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and I’m thinking: ‘Holy 
shit—I’m singing with Bob 
Weir!’That’s what’s so awe¬ 
some about being a musician: 
sharing the stage [with artists 
like him]. I never thought in 
my wildest dreams it’d be like 
this ... it’s pretty ridiculous!” 

Slightly Stoopid plays a lot 
of festivals. Doughty said the 
best thing is checking out all 
the bands they’ve never been 
able to tour with and sampling 
the local cuisine. The worst 
thing about festies? “Not being 
able to sound-check ... and 
when the shitter doesn’t work.” 
Doughty quipped that playing 
live while stoned is “almost a 
job requirement, with all the 
fans throwing their stashes 
onstage.” The band’s only nega¬ 
tive pot experience came when 
Stoopid was leaving Canada 
once; Doughty said the border 
guards found a roach and tore 
the entire tour bus apart, seiz¬ 
ing an ounce that ultimately 
cost them a $2,000 fine. 

Speaking of pot, Doughty 
hyped his two current favorite 
strains: “Tokyo OG, which is 
a different kind of OG Kush— 
you can never go wrong with 
the OG Kush. And the other is 
out of San Diego, called Wet 
Dream. That’s ‘all-day bud’— 
you’re happy all day smoking 
that. Some pot is ‘knockout 
bud,’ but what’s cool about 
Wet Dream is you can surf, 
make music, work in the yard 
and just do stuff all day on it.” 

Doughty’s unself-conscious 
sincerity is surely one of 
the keys to the band’s loyal 
following. “With Stoopid, 
what you see is what you get. 
We’ll always smoke weed,” he 
vowed. “Until the government 
and establishment can prove 
pot’s a negative thing, we 
know it helps the people who 
are sick and those who just 
want to chill.” 



Musical Joints 

Aside from the new track “Marijuana,” the other pot 
songs that round out Slightly Stoopid’s top five chronic 
cuts are the reggae-tinged duos “Sensimilla” and Tm 
So Stoned,” the funky, acoustic “This Joint,” and the 
Arabic-flavored psychedelia of “Above the Clouds.”

As fans anxiously awaited the latest release from Kottonmouth Kings, 
Mile High, tragic news broke of the death of founding member Pakelika, 
a.k.a. Patrick Cochrun, a.k.a. the "Visual Assassin." 


Pakelika was a sight to behold, onstage and 
off. He was known for his incredible height (a 
towering 6'7"), his heavyweight pot-smoking, his 
signature white mask, and his groundbreaking 
dance moves—often performed while inhaling 
copious amounts of weed during the band’s live 
shows. 

The visuals were marvel¬ 
ous; his poppin’ and hip-hop- 
pin’ robotic moves were pure 
theater—performance artistry 
at its finest. When I asked 
the masked man about how 
he choreographed his robotic 
grooves, Pakelika smiled and 
stated, “It’s me; it’s how my 
soul chooses to express itself.”

One thing I always notice about people is their 
distinct style of preparing and rolling a blunt, and 
Pakelika had his own individual 
method. It was his mannerisms 
while he emptied out the leaf of 
his blunt, along with the deter¬ 
mined facial expressions he wore, 
that I enjoyed watching. A smile 
would form on his lips as he 
ground up 6-7 grams of kind and 
placed it in the blunt wrap, always 
leaving a tad bit more towards the 
end he would fire up, in keeping 
with European style. After rolling it in his fingers 
to ensure that it was sealed, he would let the blunt 
sit for 30 seconds. Then his eyes would beam up 
like saucers as he lit up the beautiful baby for us 
ah to enjoy. 

Anyone and everyone 
reading this: On that next 
smoke that you fire up, 
pack it tight and when 
you give it a light, do so 
in honor of one of music’s 
finest—Pakelika. Peace

While many of the highlights have already been 
sound-bitten to death on the news networks— 
namely the future president’s “total absorption” 
inhalation technique and his habits of “intercept¬ 
ing” joints and doing “roof hits” while riding in the 
car—there were some pot references that didn’t 
exactly make it to prime time.

Overall, Obama’s story sets a positive example 
by showing a young man who enjoyed “chooming” 
heavily, yet still got good grades, excelled in sports, 
and was well liked and respected by his teachers 
and peers. Which, of course, makes his current 
betrayal that much harder to swallow: How such a 
stoner could so totally and hypocritically laugh at 
the mere mention of decriminalization, refuse to 
acknowledge cannabis’s medical value, and continue 
to authorize federal raids even on state-compliant 
dispensaries dehes understanding. Shame on you, 
Barry.

SPLIT-PEA OWL SOUP 


2Va cups dried split peas 
2 quarts cold water 

1 ham bone, nicely sized (1-2 lbs) 

2 medium white onions, diced small 

2 tbsp. butter 

Vs oz. cannabis, finely ground 

3 stalks celery, chopped 
2-3 carrots, diced 

1 large Yukon or yellow potato, diced 
% tsp. dried marjoram 
Sait and pepper to taste 

Combine the peas and cold 
water (doing this in your 
stock pot is easiest) and soak 
overnight. (If you really need 
some super-greened Owl Soup 
in a hurry, bring the peas to a 
simmer over low heat, simmer 
for two minutes and then soak 
them for an hour.)

It s that time of year, 
when outdoor harvests 
and top shelf indoors 
begin to compete for a 
place in your pipe! 






As we approach the end of each year, we check in with our cannabis cultivation correspondents around 
the globe to gauge the pot scene in various cities and countries. The responses are always illuminating, 
including new grow tips, previews of the “next big strains,” marketplace trends, law enforcement hassles, 
and personal anecdotes shared by growers and smokers of this miraculous plant. So here is the pot 
year in review, with a few glimpses of what’s to come in the near future for our favorite Lady of the Land. 
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New York City 

Let’s start with the pot capital of the East 
Coast: NYC. As always, the city is a vital 
hub for pot distribution, which results 
in almost every variety from both North 
and South America making its way right 
down Broadway 

This year, Manhattan saw a serious 
boom in the volume of outdoor bud from 
our good friends in California. Usually, 
the November harvest from NorCal makes 
its way over here just after the holidays, 
arriving in early January. In the past, 
that trend would continue until about 
mid-April, when the outdoor supply runs 
dry and indoor buds take over the market. 
However, this year the outdoor supply 
didn’t run out until the end of June. Addi¬ 
tionally, while the quality of the outdoor 
that shipped east from Cali was never 
the cream of the crop, 2012 did see quite 
an increase in terms of quality, making it 
even harder for the local indoor product 
to compete price-wise. 

This is not to say that our local grow¬ 
ers here in New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut aren’t still doing their thing, 
because the quality of local buds has 
increased to the point where it’s safe 
to say that NYC indoor is on a par with 
California indoor (though the quantities 
produced are significantly smaller). This 
is largely attributed to the dissemination 
of powerful, high-end genetics. While 
much of the Chem Dog family lineage 
was spawned near here, prized cuts such 
as the AJ Sour Diesel, Guava Chem, 

Chem ’91 and Chem’s Sister have been 
tightly held until recent years. 

These strains are now coming into the 
city hot and heavy, commanding ridiculous 
prices as “boutique bud.” Pounds of these 
can fetch between $6,800 to $7,600, with 
competitive bidding sometimes taking that 
price tag even higher. These numbers may 
have to do with the fact that New York 
isn’t a medical state (though we have been 
decrimmed since the late ’70s), and thus 
many indoor growers only pull down five 
to 10 pounds per cycle. 

Another major factor in the qual¬ 
ity of local indoor is that horticultural 
techniques as well as technology have 
progressed. The days of crazy hydro set¬ 
ups are fading, and more and more NYC 
growers are going to simple soilless set¬ 
ups with easy automation of drip feeds. 

In terms of our East Coast farmers, 
anything outdoor must remain far north 
and east of Manhattan—and, I won’t lie, 
the quality of our outdoor stuff just does 
not compare to Cali’s outdoor buds!

Hawaii 

“Lucky we live Hawaii” is a common say¬ 
ing around here. Indeed, cannabis grow¬ 
ers here have a lot to be thankful for. For 
starters, there’s never a shortage of weed, 
because it’s grown all year long indoors 
and out. Also, a medical marijuana license 
is easy to get—and licenses have doubled 
in the past two years. Growers with 
licenses can grow seven plants on their 
property and have up to three ounces of 
dried marijuana in their possession. 

Hawaii has always produced some of 
the best weed in the world and still does. 
The state became a major producer of 
cannabis back in the 1960s, when surfers 
traveling the world brought back seeds 
and samples from every corner of the 
globe. The original Maui Wowie was a 
cross between some fine sativa buds that 
surfers brought by sailboat from Mexico 
crossed with a powerful strain that 
someone had smuggled in from Asia. In 
fact, it’s not uncommon to run across 
people here who have been growing pot 
for more than 40 years. 

In 2012, the most popular strains being 
grown included varieties of Diesel, Blue¬ 
berry, OG Kush, White Widow, Northern 
Lights and AK-47, along with sativa and 
indica hybrids. Indoor growing has been 
on the rise, and all of the islands have 
hydroponic stores. As a good rule of thumb, 
the larger the island, the more pot being 
grown, so the Big Island of Hawaii produces 
the most, followed by Maui and Kauai. The 
island of Oahu, where the city of Hono¬ 
lulu is located, does grow pot, but not that 
much because it’s so densely populated, so 
that most of the weed sold on Oahu comes 
from these other islands. The price of pot 
varies as well: An ounce sells for an aver¬ 
age of $400 on Oahu, $300 on Maui and 
Kauai, and $250 on the Big Island. 

The Big Island passed a ballot initia¬ 
tive a few years back making the cultiva¬ 
tion of 24 or fewer marijuana plants on 
private property a so-called lowest law- 
enforcement priority (LLEP). As a result, 
it appears that local law enforcement is 
allowing people to have 24 plants or less 
as long as they’re not breaking any other 
laws. However, there are compliance 
checks, in which the police visit medi¬ 
cal marijuana patients to ensure that no 
laws are being violated. 

All in all, Hawaii is a great place to 
grow weed except for one thing: the Feds. 
We sure wish they would leave the state of 
Hawaii (and all of the others) alone, and 
instead let the people determine how best 
to manage the use of marijuana in their

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Michigan 

It’s been touch-and-go in Michigan this 
year, with the heat (both weather-wise 
and legally speaking) managing to slow 
down Michigan’s green machine—but a 
positive outcome is looking more likely 
every day The courts have been ruling 
in our favor, and citizens of the state 
seem to be very interested not only in 
the medical value of cannabis, but in its 
recreational aspects as well—or at least 
in not having to go to jail for using it or 
possessing personal amounts. 

The climate has been severely hot 
and dry, beginning in the spring and 
continuing through the summer, and 
growers have been spending extra on 
air conditioning (and likely a bit on 
some mite and pest sprays, too). Any¬ 
one unlucky enough to plant an out¬ 
door crop this year spent many hours 
watering or else ran into wilting and 
burning issues. That being said, those 
growers using an automated irrigation 
system and the right feeding regimen 
have produced some real monsters, as 
this has been one of the hottest, sun¬ 
niest summers in recent memory, and 
that equals great plant growth. 

On the political front, the cities of 
Flint and Detroit both have measures 
on this fall’s ballot that will affect 
the legality of cannabis. Flint aims to 
decriminalize, while Detroit is going 
all out to legalize the possession of 
small amounts. If there is anything that 
could possibly turn cities like Flint and 
Detroit around, economically speaking, 
it’s the cannabis industry. 

Unfortunately, not much has 
changed on the caregiver-to-patient 
scene. Caregivers may have 12 plants 
in their possession per patient, up to 
a maximum of 72 plants. Still, patient- 
to-patient transfers of plants are under 
the scrutiny of the State Supreme 
Court and remain in legal limbo. Also, 
many of the state’s dispensaries remain 
closed, and those that stayed open have 
been keeping it discreet. So until the 
legality of patient-to-patient transfers is 
decided by the courts, things are likely 
to stay a bit quiet. 

The good news is that the Michigan 
Supreme Court has ruled in favor of 
the right to use medical marijuana as a 
defense in court even without a registry 
card. The high court has also okayed 
the use of secure, locked facilities 
located outside the home for growing, 
clearing the way for Michiganders to 
legally try their hand at outdoor grows 
in 2013! B.D.Buds

which was being held in the middle of 
Barcelona. Back then, the Spanish came 
with outdoor buds still on the branch, 
brown in color and all tasting the same 
no matter what the strain. 

In the past eight years, things have 
changed quite a bit, and with better 
genetics, the outdoor weed here has 

become amaz¬ 
ing. Even the 
indoor cannabis 
is medically 
acceptable, 
with new 
technologies 
such as climate 
controllers and 
automated irri¬ 
gation systems 
opening whole 
new worlds of 
possibility. Perhaps the biggest change 
since 2004 in terms of cultivation is the 
reverse-osmosis (RO) water-filtration 
system, which gives cannabis the natural 
flavor it deserves. (Tap water in Spain is 
highly chlorinated and affects the out¬ 
come of crops.) 

Still, sunshine remains the best way to 
grow your plants here in Spain, allow¬ 
ing you to achieve maximum trichome 
capacity and juicy, sticky, resinous flowers. 
If you’re a resident of the country, you 
can also now join a private cannabis club 
called an asociacion. These clubs—which 
are located all across Spain—keep such low 
profiles that they’re barely recognizable 
from the street. I recently visited one and 
was very pleased with the cannabis menu: 

Indicas: MK-Ultra, Underdawg, Great 
Widow, Critical, AK-47 

Sativas: Head Shot, Sage n’ Sour, 
Moonlight, Snow Haze 

Water Hash: Wrekage, Akorn, Gold 73, 
Skunk + 

Import Hash: Creama, Hardala 1, 
Jamaicano, Amnesia Hash, Critical Hash 
The quality was also very impressive 
and, best of all, the price of premier 
marijuana strains such as MK-Ultra was 
only eight euros per gram, while bubble 
hash was a reasonable €25—not bad 
at all when compared to Amsterdam’s 
€50-per-gram water hash and €15-per- 
gram herb. So look out, Holland: Spain is 
on the rise! The Medicine Man

British Columbia 

This year in western Canada, we’ve been 
seeing a return of some classics and even 
a little pinch of spice on the scene—which, 
to no one’s surprise, is Kush-dominated. 

Chemo, a BC legend, is coming 
down and being planted in increasing 
numbers. Patients and stoners looking 
for potent alternatives to Kush strains 
appreciate this powerful indica , rumored 
to have been developed for potency at 
the University of British Columbia as an 
effective treatment for side effects that 
result from chemotherapy treatments. 

On Vancouver Island and the surround¬ 
ing isles, Jack Herer was a big indoor 
strain in 2012, reaping high-yielding 
bushes of spicy, hard sativa buds. Often 
grown hydroponically in large, modified 
bucket systems (a.k.a., deep-water culture), 
the Jack is known to yield more than a 
pound per plant indoors, even without a 
whole lot of time for vegetative growth. 

Sour Amnesia, another great sativa- 
dominant strain imported from Europe, 
is also helping to provide some con¬ 
trast to the Kush trend, showing strong 


ECSD heritage. Of course, Purple Kush 
is still a favorite, but it’s always been a 
strain that’s slow to grow, leading to a 
rise in popularity of a faster-finishing 
version known as EPK (Early Purple 
Kush). Rumor has it that with the right 
phenotype and cultivation techniques, 
well-managed gardens of EPK are achiev¬ 
ing hard, resinous buds at full maturity 
after just six weeks of budding. This is a 
huge advantage over the usual eight-plus 
weeks required to grow proper PK. 

Other popular Kush varieties being 
grown out in western Canada include 
Tuna, Bubba, Rock Star and the OG. The 
powerhouses include Granddaddy Purple 
and another high-potency purple pheno 
going around by the tag of Oregon Grape. 
Outdoors, Grizzly is a new favorite for its 
proven yield, while some decades-old clas¬ 
sics like Time Warp and Mighty Mite seem 
to be on the verge of extinction. Injections 
of proven outdoor genetics such as Men¬ 
docino Madness, which are then bred for 
Canadian climates to finish ahead of the 
early frosts, are also offering new possibili¬ 
ties for growers up here. ErikBiksa 
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Montreal 

A lot has changed above the 45th Parallel. 
For years, Canada was known for export¬ 
ing its top-quality buds. From the Purple 
Kushes of BC to the M-39s of Quebec, 
these strains famously made their way 
into the hands of American smokers. Now, 
with increasing pot tolerance spreading 
across the US, this is no longer the case. 

Bountiful harvests coming out of Cali¬ 
fornia have severely affected the exporta¬ 
tion of Canadian bud. Throw in the 
economic crisis and the resulting drop 
of the US dollar to an even level with 
the Canadian one, and the brakes were 
slammed on. Now strains like the Jack or 
the Quebec Gold are staying local, while 
new strains making their way from the 
West Coast are also being grown out, like 
the Medi-Kush and the Afghani Bullrider. 

However, unlike the US, Canada has a 
federal medical cannabis program. It cer¬ 
tainly has its faults, but it has seen some 
top-level growrooms being built under its 
auspices. These rooms are commercial- 
size, with more than 100 lights each, and 
the power company, as well as local fire 
and police agents, must certify the safety 
of the facilities. 

Canada has also been on the forefront 
of technology. The standard basement 
gardens have been replaced by grow ops 
boasting state-of-the-art climate control, 
digital ballasts and top-of-the-line genet¬ 
ics. Not since Canada swept the High 
Times Cannabis Cup in 2004 has Cana¬ 
dian bud been this good. In Montreal, 
there are still the steady delivery services 
turning up with bags of four or five 
different strains like Jack Flash (Sensi 
Seeds), M-39 (the Nevil original) and 
FreezeLand (a quick-finishing outdoor 
strain that originates from a northern 
Dutch strain called the Friesland). 

All in all, Montreal is a great city with 
some great bud. If you ever decide to 
visit here, be sure to check out the Tam- 
Tams, a local drum circle that hangs on 
Sundays near the bottom of Mont Royal. 
In the summer, the Stoner scene is off the 
hook; just follow your nose and I’m sure 
you’ll be rewarded. Harry Resin

Spring and summer got off to a cool (and 
thus late) start in 2012. This was similar 
to last year, when many outdoor growers 
who tried to get an early start saw their 
plants begin to flower early While some 
growers quickly added different forms of 
nitrogen to try to encourage vegetative 
growth, some simply had to start over by 
planting new clones or seedlings. In the 
Sierra foothills late this year, rainstorms 
with high winds gave the outdoor gar¬ 
dens a pounding as well. 

On top of the hardships, Northern 
California’s Mendocino County saw its 
legal 99-plant “zip-tie program” canceled, 
forcing many legitimate caregivers to 
go underground once again. In July, the 
federal government reneged on its pledge 
to keep its hands off medical marijuana 
and initiated seizure proceedings against 
Harborside Health Center—one of the 
largest dispensaries in California—and 
also sent a menacing letter to Berkeley 
Patients Group, forcing them to tempo¬ 
rarily close before they were able to move 
to a new location. 

As far as up-and-coming strains go, 
2012 saw a rise in popularity for the OG 
hybrid Girl Scout Cookies. Those who 
have it are growing as much as they

can, as fast as they can. So what is GCS 
exactly? Rumor has it that it’s the prog¬ 
eny of a Durban Poison male bred with 
an OG Kush female. Some accounts then 
have that offspring being crossed again 
with a Granddaddy Purple, while others 


believe the GSC is the byproduct of 
interbreeding varietals such as Cherry 
Pie and various other Kush pheno¬ 
types. While previous years dictated 
that growers plant Kush and any OG 
variants because of demand, today the 
grower will forsake longer-flowering 
sativas, heirloom strains or other old 
favorites in favor of ones that fetch the 
highest market prices. 

All in all, this season will produce 
the largest harvest ever in the state of 
California, with outdoor and light- 
deprivation crops coming down heavier 
than ever—despite pressure from the 
Feds. Legal, state-compliant outdoor 
growers have produced very impressive, 
sprawling plants in large, above-ground 
containers, while others have stuck 
to tried-and-true in-ground cultiva¬ 
tion. Both techniques produce incred¬ 
ible yields, especially when utilizing 
super-cropping and trellising to enable 
complete sun penetration and supe¬ 
rior growth. Many growers have also 
chosen to use mostly organic, soil-based 
methodologies that are less expensive 
and easy to obtain, mix and blend. Still, 
quality indoor cannabis commands a 
higher price in the marketplace year 

round. K„ Trichome Technologies 


Discover everything you need to know to maximize your yield! 
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Amsterdam 

Let’s leave aside the question of whether 
Amsterdam will remain the marijuana 
capital of the world, because at the 
moment the coffeeshops are still open 
and filled with great cannabis. Tourists 
and Dutch locals alike are sitting by the 
canals enjoying a good smoke. 

For the past few months, Amnesia 
Haze has been the most popular strain— 
sometimes found at multiple coffeeshops 
with different names! While that sounds 
shady, it also means that the price has 
dropped and patrons can find her for 
around €10 per gram—a benchmark for 
good smoke in the shops. Cheese is a 
close second this year. At one point, it 
was almost impossible to get any good 
Cheese, but in the last six months it’s 
been resurrected and can be found in the 
best coffeeshops. The Summer Olympics, 
held just across the channel in the UK, 
was a blessing for anyone looking to load 
up on good bud, as security was ramped 
up for the Games and nothing was mov¬ 
ing out of Amsterdam for a couple of 
months in 2012. 

Enhancing the stockpile of fine can¬ 
nabis here, several advances have slowly 
been making their way into the hands 
of growers in Amsterdam. This includes

technology such as digital ballasts, 
climate controllers and C0 9 injection sys¬ 
tems. While this equipment has long been 
standard in many North American grow- 
rooms (especially if they grow marijuana 
for medicinal use), these practices are 


finally being adopted here in Amsterdam. 
As there’s an abundance of grass at the 
moment, it’s important that growers set 
themselves apart by increasing their stan¬ 
dards and the quality of their product. 

The newest craze sweeping the cof- 
feeshop scene is wax. Already distributed 
for a while now among seed company 
owners and connoisseurs, wax has finally 
found its way onto some menus in the 
form of shatter. 

Despite the wietpas legislation taking 
effect in the south of Holland earlier this 
year, things are looking up for Amster¬ 
dam. The Dutch elections in September 
could very well see the coffeeshop- 
friendly political party getting a majority. 
( Editor’s note: The September election 
results were unavailable at the time we 
went to press, but we have faith!) Fingers 
remain crossed that Amsterdam will 
continue to flourish as the liberal pot 
haven it has been for the last 30 years. In 
the meantime, now is the time to visit! 
The shops are filled with great products, 
and the 25th Annual Cannabis Cup is 
approaching this November. There will 
be some amazing cannabis around (be 
on the lookout for the Bear OG—it’ll be 
rare), so now’s the opportunity if you 
have the time. Harry Resin 
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T ucked away in a nondescript 

business park north of Phoenix, 
the Compassion First Caregiver 
Circle opened in February 2012 and 
immediately allowed any caregiver 
approved by the state to rent a grow tent 
and begin cultivating medical marijuana. 
With expert guidance, state-of-the-art 
equipment and a supportive community 
all available onsite, the CFCC calls itself 
the nation’s first medical marijuana 
cultivation center and serves as a patient 
advocacy organization as well as a do- 
it-yourself community garden (albeit 
one that happens to be located indoors, 
monitored 24/7 by security guards). 

The CFCC also promotes its third-party 
cultivation location as a model for the 
industry—one that allows caregivers to 
sleep soundly, free of worry about home 
invasions or theft, while providing a safe 
space for patients and caregivers to meet, 
network and share knowledge. 

At the CFCC, each caregiver is 


responsible for a private 8’ x 8’ grow tent, 
complete with 600-watt high-pressure 
sodium (HPS) and T5 fluorescent lights, 
and divided into separate chambers for 
flowering and vegetating cannabis plants, 
14 of which they can grow at any given 
time while remaining compliant with 
state law. Separated into six distinct bays, 
the 6,000-square-foot warehouse offers 
space for up to 45 caregivers, each growing 
for no more than five qualified patients 
simultaneously. In total, that means the 
capacity to serve up to 525 patients, provid¬ 
ing each with an eighth to a quarter of an 
ounce of cannabis per week, yielded from 
an ongoing perpetual-harvest system. The 
CFCC even opened a second location in 
South Phoenix with the capacity to house 
an additional 60 caregivers’ tents. 

Chief operations officer John Ferrita 
explains the CFCC’s system: “Caregivers 
are handed a clone every Wednesday, and 
they are responsible for transplanting it, 
watering it and taking care of it all the

way through harvest. Then they dry it for 
a week to two weeks and cure it after that. 
When it’s ready the caregivers meet with 
the patients to make the transaction. So, 
truly, the caregiver does everything.” 

The CFCC, in turn, provides those 
caregivers with security, clones, equip¬ 
ment, premixed nutrients, an optimal 
indoor environment, a drying room, and 
on-call grow experts available to answer 
questions as well as identify pests or 
plant deficiencies. Caregivers cannot 
charge for their time or make a profit 
on the cannabis, which is sold at a fair 
market price—about $300 per ounce. 

Founded, designed and operated by 
Scottsdale businessman and philanthro¬ 
pist Gerald Gaines, the CFCC cultivation 
center was outfitted by professional 
electrical and HVAC engineers with 
Honeywell systems to maintain optimal 
humidity and keep C0 2 levels constant 
at 1,400 ppm. A 1,200-gallon reverse- 
osmosis system removes sediment and 
chlorine from the local water supply. 

And a master grower mixes huge batches 
of Botanicare Nutrient Systems CMS17 
according to a color-coded system that 
designates a range of different nutri¬ 
ent tanks for the various stages of plant 
growth. All the caregivers have to do 
is measure out the correct amount 
and then water it into their plants, all 
of which are grown in coco to ensure 
against overfertilization. 

Naturally, this kind of one-size-hts- 
all approach creates challenges—for 
example, some cannabis strains require 
a different feeding regimen than others. 
But overall, the system is a successful 
example of a caregiver model with the 
potential to be copied and exported 
elsewhere—even as Arizona’s nascent 
medical marijuana program is about to 
change fundamentally 
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The Dawn of Dispensaries 

Arizona’s Medical Marijuana Act, (the 
AMMA, also known as Proposition 
203) passed by less than 5,000 votes in 
November 2010 after facing all manners 
of official opposition from anti-drug 
zealots like Keep AZ Drug Free, county 
attorneys and sheriffs, the Chamber of 
Commerce and even hypocritical “states’ 
rights” Republican Gov. Jan Brewer, who 
proclaimed during a press conference: 
“Don’t be bullied into believing this is 
about 'compassion’ for sick people.” 

Brewer went on to claim that “almost 
all marijuana recommendations come 
from a few doctors who, for say $150, will 
prescribe pot to nearly anyone”; she also 
warned that most cardholders would be 
teenagers. After Prop. 203 passed, Brewer 
sought to subvert voters’ wishes by filing 
a lawsuit seeking a federal judgment on 
whether state officials administering the 
medical marijuana program could be at 
risk for prosecution by the Feds. Brewer 
also ordered the Arizona Department 
of Health Services (DHS) to reject all 
dispensary applications, stymieing imple¬ 
mentation of the law and unintentionally 
creating the need for a caregiver model 
such as the CFCC cultivation center. In 
the meantime, more than 25,000 citizens 


qualified to become cardholding patients, 
with people from 31 to 50 years old com¬ 
prising 40 percent of all medical mari¬ 
juana users in Arizona—hardly the deluge 
of teenage stoners Brewer threatened 
voters with. 

Fortunately, in January 2012, US 
District Judge Susan R. Bolton dismissed 
Brewer’s lawsuit, writing that a “general¬ 
ized threat” is not sufficient to merit a 
ruling about state law. Then additional 
legal pressure initiated by the CFCC in 
the case Arizona v. Compassion was suc¬ 
cessful in forcing the state to develop fair 
and equitable rules to award dispensary 
licenses. On August 7, the DHS chose 97 
potential dispensary operators from a 
lotto. By September 2012, Arizona can- 
nabusinesses could be up and running, 
including two new CFCC dispensaries in 
Fountain Hills and west Phoenix. 

Medical cannabis dispensaries prom¬ 
ise patients the convenience of a retail 
experience, but due to a provision in 
Arizona’s law, once the first dispensary 
opens in September, no new patients 
will be able to sign up with a cultivating 
caregiver, and existing patients and care¬ 
givers will be dropped from the system 
after their cards reach the 12-month 
expiration date. After that, no one will be 


allowed to cultivate their own cannabis 
if they live within a 25-mile radius of a 
dispensary. For the CFCC, that means the 
tents must be removed from its cultiva¬ 
tion facility in anticipation of convert¬ 
ing each 1,000-square-foot bay into a 
huge growroom to service the retail 
operations. 

“We hope to drive the price down 
and make cannabis affordable for all 
the patients in the state. That’s one of 
our long-term goals,” says Fertitta, while 
marketing director Jeff Milly is looking 
forward to the potential for “experiment¬ 
ing within each one of these bays with a 
different type of system, a different type 
of nutrient, different strains, until we find 
what’s most efficient out here in Arizona.” 

Still, not everyone is looking favorably 
on the changes. Asked if dispensaries will 
serve patients better than the caregiver 
system, Kimberly Haslett, the president 
of the Southwest Arizona Patient Alli¬ 
ance, replied: “No, I like the collective 
model—it works very well. Our goal is to 
provide medicine to patients at the most 
compassionate price, and dispensaries 
aren’t necessarily going to achieve that 
goal. But, I am applying for a dispensary 
license, because I want to continue to 
serve my patients.” 
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CFCC Founder Gaines 
told the Arizona Republic 
that the biggest challenge 
preventing him from open¬ 
ing a dispensary could come 
from the governor’s office 
and Attorney General Tom 
Horne, who is also rabidly 
opposed to safe access. 

Maricopa County Attorney 
Bill Montgomery has laid out 
a plan to dismantle the entire 
AMMA, turning patients back 
into felons. Montgomery 
told Capitol Media Services 
that “Once I get that ruling 
... I’m going to turn around 
and issue guidance to law 
enforcement agencies ... that 
medical marijuana cards are 
no longer a defense to the personal pos¬ 
session, and that we will move forward 
and prosecute those cases.” 

The vagaries of these legal changes will 
take some time to work out. In the mean¬ 
time, activists continue to educate law¬ 
makers and work for improvements in the 
AMMA. As Haslett explains, “The 25-mile 
rule is an issue right now—there’s a lot of 
patients and caregivers who want to get 
rid of that law, and they’re challenging it 


based on monopoly.” Another important 
legal issue is the current ban on canna¬ 
bis concentrates and tinctures under a 
provision in the Arizona Criminal Code 
(ARS 13-3401, known as Title 13), aimed at 
combating so-called designer drugs such 
as “bath salts” and synthetic cannabis-like 
substances. 

Doug Banfelder, dispensary insurance 
specialist and founder of the Arizona 
Wellness Chamber of Commerce, an 
industry group created especially to 


promote medical marijuana, says: “In the 
AMMA, there is a clause that allows for 
mixtures and preparations, so that seems 
to show that there is anticipation under 
this law for these kinds of products ... 
There’s a move to kick it to the Pharmacy 
Board, which makes a lot of sense. Some 
people have been talking about filing an 
exploratory suit to see if the state courts 
agree with this interpretation of the law; 
the other alternative is to seek a legisla¬ 
tive remedy next year. We are hoping to 
get cannabis removed from that list.” 

Also, the DHS heard directly from 
patients and advocates in May during 
a hearing to determine if the AMMA 
should be expanded to include post- 
traumatic stress disorder, depression, 
anxiety and migraines as qualifying 
conditions for medical marijuana. More 
than two dozen people spoke up in favor 
of making the change, including the wife 
of a combat veteran suffering from PTSD. 
Another was Charise Voss, a 47-year-old 
lifelong migraine sufferer who reported 
that medical marijuana changed her life. 

“I have no side effects, and for the first 
time in my life I am pain-free,” Voss said. 
“I never thought I’d be here today to be 
an advocate for marijuana, but what we 
need is a choice.” ^

She’s a 
heavy feeder perfect for the sea 
of green (SOG) or screen of green 
(ScrOG) methods of growing, and 
her bushy structure means short 
internodal lengths and plenty 
of lateral branching. Medical 
patients report that this strain is 
great at helping to stimulate appe¬ 
tite. Kalashnikova is available 
in feminized and autoflowering 
varieties as well.

Flowering time: 55 to 63 days

She’s an oldie 
but a goodie, combining the unique musky 
taste of S.A.G.E. with the strength and lem¬ 
ony punch of the real-deal Sour Diesel out 
of NYC (which also happens to be the name 


of T.H.Seeds breeder Adam’s newborn son— 
so congrats to him and Cici on the birth of 
Nyc Orion Dunn!). 

Growers should be prepared to devote 
a bit more time to the vegetative stage 
of growth with this strain, and they’ll be 
rewarded with high yields of super-spicy 
nuggets. She’s perfect for deep-water cul¬ 
ture (DWC) or large containers indoors and 
thrives in the full sun outdoors as well.

We were lucky enough to get an early 
taste of the newest offering from BC Bud 
Depot, and we were quite impressed. 
Breeder Matt traveled all the way to 
Japan to acquire a special strain called 
Shiatsu Kush from the island of Amami 
Oshima, where locals in the cannabis 
underground bred it to target the differ¬ 
ent shiatsu regions of the body 
The Shiatsu Kush proceeded to take 
home the gold at a super-secret Japanese 
harvest festival, and it’s easy to see why:

The original version was 
bred by the Hemp Center in San Fran¬ 
cisco, but there are now several pheno¬ 
types available in NorCal in clone form 
to grow out at home.

The fruity bouquet starts with 
a big blast of grape and lavender, followed 
by hints of “melon and champagne,” 
according to Sub.

Subcool recommends topping these 
plants early “to form a multi-headed bush.” 
Trimming these plants is also a breeze, and 
many of the fan leaves will fade and fall off 
prior to harvest as well. You’ll get two phe¬ 
notypes from these seeds: a stretchier one 
like the Trainwreck, and a shorter, stouter 
one like the Urkel.

R ecently, scientists at the 

Halent Laboratories can¬ 
nabis testing facility became 
extremely excited about a 
new strain with a unique 
cannabinoid makeup. The Pineapple 
Purps, which was being tested for the first 
time, produced some surprising results: 
While low in psychoactive THC, its levels 
of THVC—a newly tested and medi¬ 
cally effective cannabinoid—were off the 
charts. THVC is being investigated for its 
value as an anti-epileptic, anorectic, bone- 
growth stimulator and symptom reliever 
for Parkinson’s disease. An average level 
of THVC is normally less than 1 percent 


of the total cannabinoid profile, while this 
strain tested above 5 percent. 

As a result, one casual cannabis 
grower suddenly became a highly 
sought-after supplier of this healing 
herb. Dispensaries began contacting him 
and asking for Pineapple Purps directly. 
Despite his personal disinterest in smok¬ 
ing the strain, this grower couldn’t resist 
the idea of helping to decrease other 
people’s pain. The demand became so 
great that he even had to build a new 
growroom. Because of these efforts, the 
grower earned the nickname “Medicine 
Man,” and he is thoroughly enjoying his 
new calling. 


The Genetics Game 

So where did this magical medicine plant 
come from? Did some botanist conduct a 
painstaking breeding program for years 
to find the perfect balance of indica 
and sativa ? No one knows for sure. As 
the story goes, the plant emerged from 
a bagseed. But that still doesn’t answer 
the question of why an unknown grower 
would choose to germinate and propa¬ 
gate this particular seed, or who finally 
named it. In fact, the world may never 
know who to thank. 

But there’s no mystery as to why the 
strain was an unpopular choice among 
many growers: It’s a very low-yielding 
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A Two-Room System 

To start his cycles, the Medicine Man 
buys 6-inch clones in sets of 60 from his 
local NorCal vendor. The clones arrive 
in rockwool, which transplants easily 
into any grow medium. This allows the 
Medicine Man to focus on flowering 
gardens without having to maintain 
vegetative rooms. This is also how he got 
started growing an unknown strain like 
Pineapple Purps. A four-light garden at 
home wasn’t enough space to provide 
the amount of Pineapple Purps being 
ordered by dispensaries, which is why 
the Medicine Man had to build that 
second growroom. 

The new room is remarkably similar 
to the first, except that it has seven lights 
and is completely enclosed in a ship¬ 
ping container. The timing of the two 
cycles is staggered by 30 days, allowing 
an alternating harvest every month. 
Multiple strains are grown at the same 
time in both rooms. The facility produces 
approximately two pounds of cannabis 
per 1,000-watt light, with the trailer 
garden showing slightly less (around 1.5 
pounds per light). Other than the loca¬ 
tion and size, the two rooms are almost 
identical. 


enjoy a nice buzz generally prefer strains 
with a higher THC content. Even the 
Medicine Man likes to include trippy 
strains such as Space Queen, Mental 
Floss and Heavy Duty Fruity in his gar¬ 
den. But that’s okay, because it’s a garden 
with something for everyone. 


plant relative to other available strains, 
making it more expensive to produce. The 
buds are beautifully colored and frosty, 
but they produce funny, lanky shapes that 
don’t improve its bag appeal. The Pine¬ 
apple Purps looks and tastes wonderfully 
fruity, but since it’s a low-THC strain, that 
wasn’t enough to make it competitive for 
growers’ attention. Indeed, it’s lucky that 
this unlikely candidate ever made it to a 
testing facility, instead of being lost in the 
shuffle of strain selection. 

The Pineapple Purps has had its 
medicinal value proven by laboratory 
tests and among patients who require 
relief from pain, but those of us who 
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^^Mwithout air-cooled 
/ lights, AC units run 
in the growroom to 
keep temps down. 


Hydro Time 

The growrooms are set up with the 
plants in 4’ x 8’ hydro tables, each with 
two lights and drip irrigation. The drain- 
to-waste design makes every feeding as 
fresh as the first, and in the shipping- 
container system, the runoff collects in a 
reservoir on the bottom for easy reuse in 
landscaping. The homemade feeding sys¬ 
tem is simple to build and runs smoothly 
without clogs. A half-inch PVC tube rests 
across the tops of the 2-gallon pots; it 
has two outlets drilled above each pot 
where the nutrient solution flows out. 

Five of these pipes run lengthwise 
down each table, feeding a row of nine or 
10 plants. The pipes meet at a manifold 
on one end of the table. This PVC mani¬ 
fold connects the feeding pipes in the 
table to the network of tubes that lead 
from the 150-gallon reservoir outside the 
room, where the water stays cool and 
accessible. A 1,000-gallon-per-hour pump 
on a timer moves the water to the tables 
for one-minute feeding periods two or 
three times per day. Also in the reservoir 
is a 1-horsepower chiller to maintain a 
cool 65 ^f water temperature. 


Creating the Environment 

The most difficult challenge when 
designing a closed-system growroom is 
providing enough cooling to balance the 
lights and ballasts as well as accessories 
like dehumidifiers, fans and pumps. For 
big-time cooling, commercial growers 
have abandoned the window unit or 
portable air conditioner for the increased 
efficiency and reliability of a mini-split, a 
medium-sized AC unit with a compressor 
outside of the growroom and an outlet 
inside the room that is easily installed

high on a wall, out of the way. The unit is 
run by remote control. 

The mini-split was created to offer less 
expensive cooling options for small homes 
and buildings, so certain adjustments are 
made for growroom use. The compressor 
was designed to be installed outside, but 
it operates well when stealthily enclosed 
in a room with adequate airflow. For the 
four-light room, a 2-ton mini-split pumps 
24,000 BTUs of cooling power. The room 
with 7,000 watts uses a dual mini-split, 
meaning that the 3 tons of cooling power 
are pumped through two outlets, allowing 
for more even cooling in the long, narrow 
area. Another unique use of the shipping 
container is that the compartment in the 


front (originally for cooling) houses the 
outdoor portion of the unit; every part 
is fully contained, and the trailer could 
legally (and safely) drive down any high¬ 
way unnoticed. 

Humidity presents an ongoing battle, 
and two different types of dehumidifier 
are used. Because of space and power 
limitations, the larger room runs the 
7-pint Ideal Air dehumidifier. The home¬ 
room uses the Medicine Man’s personal 
favorite: the Santa Fe Classic. This 
commercial unit draws more water from 
the air using less power than any other 
machine or combination of them. The 
Medicine Man puts his love for it simply: 
“It is the best ever created.”

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Lighting 

The same 1,000-watt high-pressure 
sodium (HPS) lamps are used through¬ 
out the entire cycle; the only change is 
in the hours of light. The large air condi¬ 
tioner at each location allows the lights 
to run bare-bulb, creating a sleek, simple 
look in the rooms. The electronic bal¬ 
lasts hang high on the walls, safe from 
floods and fully accessible. Again, the AC 
units make it possible to run the lights 
and ballasts inside the room without 
problems from added heat. Having the 
ballasts inside is necessary in this case 
for stealth. Each of these rooms is com¬ 
pletely self-contained: The trailer can be 
unplugged and driven down any high¬ 
way without triggering suspicion, and 
the house can be closed off completely 
behind a single innocuous-looking door. 

Veg’EmUp 

When the trays of clones arrive at the 
facility, they are immediately dipped 
in Green Cure to remove any powdery 
mildew or pests. This is done in the 
reservoir/staging area, before the plants 
are ever allowed into the growroom. 

Only after being treated are these babies 
transferred to their new home, where 
they will remain for the remainder of 
their growth. Because the two rooms run 
on opposite schedules, there is no space 
available to veg the plants other than the 
flowering room. The babies are planted 



with their rockwool cubes into 4-inch 
pots and given 24 hours of light for eight 
days, then transplanted into 2-gallon 
pots of coco mix. The plants continue to 
veg for two to four days before the light 
cycle is changed. Taking advantage of 
extra feeding opportunities, the vegging 
plants are given a foliar feed every five 
days in addition to their normal feed. 
The foliar feed is a solution of kelp, fish 
emulsion and a product called Green 
Plus. This treatment is continued until 
bud-set, about two weeks into flowering. 

Constant Cycles 

To maintain the regular sequence of 
harvesting two alternating rooms, only 
strains that finish their flowering in 
55 to 57 days are used. This rule is not 
too limiting, plus it allows the Medi¬ 
cine Man to compare different strains 
through maturity. Two weeks after he 
changes the light cycle to 12/12, the 
growth pattern changes from stretching 
branches to tufts of hair at the nodes. At 
this time, the foliar feed is abandoned 
and nothing else is sprayed on any 
smokable parts of the plants. All lower 
branches and nodes are removed, and a 
nylon trellis is added to the PVC frame 
for the branches to grow into. This job 
reliably falls after the other room has 
been planted, meaning no rest for this 
busy farmer. 

Organic Mixture 

Coco coir doesn’t provide a sufficient 
medium for the organic parts of the 
feeding regimen, so the mixture was 
reformulated to create a comfortable 
place for microbes to live. Starting 
with 80% coco and 10% percent peat 
moss, the Medicine Man adds perlite 
for drainage and worm castings and 
microbes bring it to life. Having a strong 
microflora (i.e., a system of biotic uptake 
helpers) gives these plants better access 
to more nutrients and improves their 
natural defenses against disease. In this 
system, a homemade microbial tea is 
brewed fresh weekly and hand-fed to 
each plant until the start of flush. In 
between the hand feedings, the plants 
are given General Hydroponics’ three- 
part Flora Nova at the manufacturer’s 
suggested levels through the PVC feed¬ 
ing system, with the reservoir refilled 
every four days (though this feeding is 
skipped on the hand-feed days).

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The Big Finish 

Harvest day is always organized and pre¬ 
dictable, which is necessary to maintain 
the alternating cycle in the two rooms. 

On day 55 of flowering, everything comes 
down. All the buds are immediately 
trimmed and bucked off the stems, then 
spread onto tiered mesh hanging racks to 
dry in a closed, dark room with indirect 
airflow from oscillating wall fans. A large 
recirculating carbon scrubber controls 
the strong odor. After three or four days 
at 50% humidity and 8(HF, the buds are 
dry and ready to be weighed and put 
into Mason jars to begin curing. During 
the first week, the jars are opened daily 
to exchange air, but the buds will finish 
their cure in the processing and storage 
rooms of the dispensaries. 


Living the Life 

The Medicine Man did not seek out 
this role or responsibility. A casual pot 
grower like you or me, he stumbled onto 
something special and chose not to let it 
go. The medical potential of the Pine¬ 
apple Purps is still being unlocked, and 
without people willing to grow strains 
that are high in THVC or CBD, this kind 
of medicine would likely never make 


it to market. He works hard to make 
it available at regular 30-day intervals 
instead of one big, simpler harvest. He 
also invests more time on the phone 
with scientists and chemists than most 
growers would care to do. He is no sha¬ 
man or doctor, but he has a strong sense 
of responsibility and an ethic of care 
that makes it clear why he’s become the 
Medicine Man. ^

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Riding the success of his recent album, Locked Down (produced by the Black Keys’ Dan Auerbach), 
and coming off a triumphant residency at the Brooklyn Academy of Music, Dr. John arrived home 
last April determined to realize the vision he’d had of people coming together to call upon the 
spirits of New Orleans and heal the Gulf of Mexico. By Chris Simunek. Photos by James Demaria 


The Call to Prayer 

Sometime last spring, photographer 
James Demaria told me that, on April 
20, 2012—the second anniversary of the 
Deepwater Horizon explosion, which 
caused the biggest natural disaster in 
US history—the legendary New Orleans 
musician Dr. John was getting together 
with a coven of witches in the Louisi¬ 
ana bayou to hold a days-long voodoo 
ceremony in an attempt to heal the Gulf 
of Mexico. The good doctor had had a 
mystic visitation, Demaria explained, a 
dream of a magickal get-together. Known 
as Soulfire for the Gulf, it would culmi¬ 
nate in a “second line” (parade) in the 
French Quarter, where the ashes from 
the ceremonial fires would be dumped 
into the Mississippi River, which in turn 
would carry them, along with our incan¬ 
tations and prayers, to the ailing Gulf. 

“Count me in,” I told Demaria. “IT1 roll 
around in dog’s blood and drink potions 
made from ground bones and dead bats 
and whatnot. That’s on my bucket list— 
I’m there.” 

For three long months, while crude 
oil poured unimpeded into the Gulf of 
Mexico at the rate of 2,226,000 gallons a 
day, the international press was embed¬ 
ded in Venice, LA—a town so unapologet- 
ically Southern that residents consider 
anyone born north of Empire (less than 


20 miles away) to be a Yankee. But when 
BP finally got that cap on the rupture 
and the spill cams were turned off, the 
media horde packed up their cameras 
and satellite dishes and, by their sudden 
silence, indicated to America that it was 
okay to stop thinking about it all. 

Today, you can watch those BP-bought 
commercials where citizens of the Gulf 
States are dancing in the streets, and you 
can read the press releases from the Food 
and Drug Administration saying that the 
seafood “is as safe now as it was before 
the accident.” And yes, the President did 
go down to Grand Isle and throw some 
shellfish in his mouth, but there are a 
few questions I urge you to consider: 

Would you knowingly eat oysters 
that glow fluorescent under UV light? 

How about lobsters covered with purple 
tumors? Does a plate of shrimp born with 
no eyes make your mouth water? You can 
believe the hype, or you can do a couple of 
Google image searches and see for yourself. 
A picture is worth a thousand lies. 

And residents will tell you that their 
woes only started with the 205.8 mil¬ 
lion gallons of oil that the government 
estimates were spilled, and that the nearly 
two million gallons of dispersant sprayed 
by BP on the water to break up the oil and 
sink it to the bottom is of far greater con¬ 
cern. The name of that dispersant—the 


one that is far more toxic than crude oil 
(so much so that it’s been banned in the 
merry isle of England for over a decade), 
the one that the EPA tried and failed to 
prevent BP from using—is Corexit. 

As in “corrects it.” Only it does no such 
thing. 

Corexit basically weaponizes petro¬ 
leum as it’s broken down, making it 
much easier to penetrate the tissues of 
aquatic life. It poisons the human body 
from the inside out and the outside in. In 
just the short term, it has been known to 
cause skin conditions, asthma, head¬ 
aches, stomach aches, vomiting, diarrhea, 
and bleeding from the mouth and anus. 
Over the long term? That remains to be 
seen, but an earlier version of Corexit 
was used back in 1989 to clean up the 
Eocxon Valdez tanker spill in Alaska, and 
according to a CNN report, the average 
lifespan of anyone who worked on that 
spill is 51 years—and, in fact, most of the 
people who did are already dead. 

The past two years have been hell for 
residents of New Orleans and the sur¬ 
rounding Gulf areas. Hurricane Katrina 
was still a far-from-resolved catastrophe 
when the spill happened, and today, not 
only does New Orleans have the unfortu¬ 
nate distinction of being the per capita 
murder capital of the United States, but 
it sits just a few miles above the site of 
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an ecological holocaust that, at any point 
between June and November, could be 
lifted into the air by even a mid-level 
hurricane and sprayed across hundreds 
of miles. 

Enter Dr. John to the rescue ... a.k.a. 
Malcolm John “Mac” Rebennack Jr., 
a.k.a. the Night Tripper, a native son of 
New Orleans who has, over his 70-plus 
years on this planet, laid claim to the 
various titles of musician, producer, 
author, drug addict, pimp, second-story 
man, convict and high voodoo priest. 

And while the phrase “to the rescue” 
might evoke images of Superman, fresh 
from the telephone booth, bursting 
onto the scene and righting wrongs at 
Kryptonic speed, Dr. John doesn’t roll 
like that. He’s a decidedly slow creature, 
entering a room cautiously, like a cat that 
has already squandered eight lives and is 
determined to hold on to the ninth. 

I met him for the first time in a bunk- 
house in the Fontainebleau State Park 
north of New Orleans, where the cere¬ 
mony was being held. He told me stories 
about how he used to move heroin across 
the Mexican border for the mob, and 
how he was once ordered to kill someone 
but didn’t want to, so he shot him in the 
leg and still feels bad about it to this day. 
I mentioned that I’d come all the way 
from New York to witness the great Dr. 
John conjure some magick to heal the 
Gulf. From beneath his scally cap, he 
cocked a single eye at me and responded 
in his gravestone voice, “Dr. John’s not 
going to heal the Gulf—we’re all going to 
heal the Gulf.” Then he walked off toward 
the beating drums and the fire’s light, 
our conversation to be continued ... 

There Will Not Be Blood 

Now, this story about a bayou voodoo 
ritual complete with blood sacrifices was 
really a fantasy that Demaria seeded in 
my head. I first met Demaria about a year 
before, when he brought Kermit Ruffins, 
the trumpet phenomena and star of HBO’s 
Treme , up to the High Times offices. Hail¬ 
ing from the same part of Nassau County 
as I, Demaria had a tattoo of Elvis’s TCB 
insignia on his arm, so I figured we’d be 
friends. Demaria’s a great photographer, 
and his movie Treme Life is a touching 
portrait of the famed neighborhood, but he 
tends to edit the truth to fit your expecta¬ 
tions. So the voodoo ritual in the bayou 
turned out to be a three-day drum circle 
with a lot of hippies and Native Americans 
and a woeful alcohol ban. 

In April, the helter-swelter of the 
Eouisiana summer had yet to arrive,

so I could enjoy the towering weeping 
willows layered in Spanish moss, the 
crocodiles that patrolled the ponds dur¬ 
ing the day, and the deer and possum 
whose eyes glowed in my headlights at 
night. I watched the fire, listened to the 
drums. Chief Arvol Booking Horse was 
there, keeper of the White Buffalo Pipe, 
telling us that the Earth was sick—angry 
even—at its treatment, which is why 
we’re seeing all these hurricanes, twisters 
and inexplicable ground quakes. Demaria 
brought along a few friends, including 
Trevor, his camera man, and Dancing 
Man, who, true to his name, dances in 
parades or second lines or wherever 
he happens to be hanging out, lifting 
his feet to whatever tune is playing on 
WWOZ or just in his head, all the while 
spewing without pause his observations 
on man, woman and nature. 

Back at the campground, I met Rever¬ 
end Goat—author, poet, spiritualist and 
sometime Dr. John collaborator. Clutched 
to Goat’s breast was his pot-smoking 
teddy-bear companion Ted—who’d been 
a bit of a Facebook phenomena long 
before Seth McFarlane’s movie about an 
identically named stuffed animal with 
suspiciously similar vices saw the light. 


Goat had a lot on his mind, telling me 
(and sometimes pounding on the picnic 
table between us to make his point) 
that he was a renegade Cherokee who 
demanded the same right to his religious 
sacraments of marijuana, mushrooms and 
peyote as the Christians had to their wine. 
Goat grew up in the Los Angeles area, and 
his life altered its trajectory when a Yaqui 
medicine man took him on a vision quest 
in Topanga Canyon back in 1966. They ate 
mushrooms and tuned in to Radio Earth, 
becoming one with the flora and fauna, 
until the medicine man announced: “This 
is the old way, but now I’m going to show 
you a power that is going to change the 
world radically over the next short time.” 
He then drove Goat to the Sunset Strip 
and took him to see the Doors. 

“What is it you’re hoping to accom¬ 
plish here?” I asked Goat. 

“I came here because I don’t believe 

there is a mechanical 
solution to the Gulf. 
We’re just not going 
to fix it this way. Let’s 
pray—let’s pray long, 
let’s pray every day, 
let’s talk to the spirits 
and see what they 
can do. Because the 
spirits can do a lot 
more than mechan¬ 
ics—it’s been proven over and over.” 

Railing against Halliburton’s Bohemian 
Grove conspiracies in regard to the Gulf, 
ranting about the numerical significance 
of the number 11 (the Deepwater death 
toll) and the fact that the spill occurred 
on no less an evil date than Adolf Hitler’s 
birthday, Goat had this to say of the secret 
powers that initiated the Gulf Oil Spill: 
“They don’t understand the spirits, except 
the dark spirit. They don’t understand 
the light spirit, which is maybe a million, 
jillion times more powerful than the dark 
spirit. It’s very simple to see that—you 
light one candle and the dark goes away.” 

Talking to Goat, you realize quick 
that you’re in the presence of a man 
who hasn’t had anything to do with 
mainstream society for a length of time 
that deserves its own exception to the 
Gregorian calendar. Just as we calculate 
the age of our canine pals in dog years, 

I would say the amount of time that has 
passed since Goat has punched a clock or 
visited a bank should be counted in Iron 
Butterfly psychedelic-guitar-solo years. 
Much the same as his good friend Dr. 
John, Reverend Goat has packed numer¬ 
ous lifetimes into a span where most live 
just one. 
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“You know, I watch people, and it’s like they’re dead. 
They have no spiritual anything about them, and at 
least I can talk to your ass and ya know one thing.” 


What Comes Around 
(Goes Around) 

Ever since Demaria first told me about it, 
I’d been intrigued by this dream that Dr. 
John had. I’m skeptical of the whole mono¬ 
theistic concept that there’s some bearded 
God in a robe and Birkenstocks lording 
over the Earth with a spiritual abacus, 
calculating the merits of human souls, but 
I do believe that dreams have the potential 
to affect the course of history. Dr. King, of 
course, had a dream of a racially harmoni¬ 
ous America, and the world is a bit more 
civil because of it. But the real dreamer for 
me was the biblical scribe John the Divine, 
whose vision of the Apocalypse as mapped 
out in the Book of Revelation has so 
haunted humankind that, 2,000 years later, 
billions continue to kneel in church on 
Sundays in the hopes of avoiding eternal 
Satanic ruin. It shows you that, given the 
right press, a dream can be more powerful 
than a wheel or a gun. 

So my first question for Dr. John con¬ 
cerned the nature of his visitation. 

“I have a lot of dead friends who come 
to me in my dreams,” he said. “And my 
dear friend Charlie Stein came to me 
in one and took me to another galaxy 
or somewhere—I haven’t a clue where; 
he just grabbed my hand and took me 
somewhere, and the next thing I saw was 
living things in the sky. The people, they 
came to me ... coming and gathering, 
being united—and once they’re united, 
why, they can’t be divided. Amazing.” 


“What do you say to the doubters?” I 
asked. “The people who will look at this 
and tell you, 'Mac, you had your dream 
and you had your Soulfire for the Gulf, 
and in the end the water is still polluted’?” 

“There’s been a lot of people coming 
through here,” he countered. “Each per¬ 
son that comes contributes something, 
gives us all the hope that we’re all on the 
right path. It’s hard to try to stay on this 
path when you live in a place that is so 
meat-world-oriented. This world is not a 
very spiritual place, the more you look at 
it. So you talk to some elders ... you talk 
to some people that are about spiritual 
things. What do you get? A different pic¬ 
ture of something. It might be this little, 
it might be that big—but you get that 
picture, it’ll make you grow. 

“You know, I watch people, and it’s 
like they’re dead. They have no spiritual 
anything about them, and at least I can 
talk to your ass and ya know one thing. 

I relate to what a lot of people are about, 
because I know a little things about the 
streets ... I know a little things about the 
meat world.” 

I asked him about his walking stick, 
which had been an object of fascination 
for me since the night we met. The staff 
itself was crafted following an African tra¬ 
dition by an inmate at Angola State Peni¬ 
tentiary, and Dr. John invited me to comb 
through its various talismans: the voodoo 
beads, feathers, medicine sacks, religious 
icons, Narcotics Anonymous pendants 


and the bones of various critters—includ¬ 
ing squirrels, whose brains, he explained, 
were an exquisite delicacy for him. 

“This is something special to me, 
because it’s from a 17-foot crawligator,” 
he said, pointing out a large tooth. “We’re 
watching him disappear just like we 
watched the turtles disappear. We watch 
nature going crazy because of disrespect 
from man. People think there’s no bal¬ 
ance on this Earth because of some other 
stupid nonsense—they wanna spray bugs, 
they wanna do this, they wanna do that. 
But we need everything to balance this 
planet. It’s not one thing that balances 
anything—it’s everything. If we don’t take 
the hand of command, do something with 
people, become one, we’re fucked.” 

“Do you think Tony Hayward or any of 
the BP bigwigs at their London head¬ 
quarters will hear about what you’re 
doing here?” 

“Well, I tell you: When the Gulf water 
goes up, it’s going to go right past y’all 
[in New York]. And after it comes all 
the way up, it comes all the way down, 
and then where does it go? Somewhere 
around Britain. I wonder if they ever 
thought about that?” 

Taking It To The Streets 

The second line was supposed to start in 
Congo Square, a small, stone-paved section 
of Louis Armstrong Park in the Treme 
neighborhood where, in the 18th and the 
early 19th centuries, unsupervised slaves 
by the hundreds were allowed to congre¬ 
gate on Sundays to dance, play music and 
enjoy the traditions of their African roots. 
The women wore their finest dresses, the 
men dressed in Asian and Indian gear, 
augmented with feathers, bells, shells, and 
ribbons that bounced and chimed as they 
moved. It was a popular attraction for 
visitors and townspeople alike, and for the 
slaves themselves, the revelry must have 
brought overwhelming waves of joy or sad¬ 
ness, depending on the hour of the day. 

There was supposed to be a whole 
array of marchers, dancers, musicians, 
Mardi Gras Indians, etc., but when I 
arrived at the scheduled time, the only 
person in attendance was Reverend Goat, 
banging a drum in a trance state, failing 
to recognize me even when I waved to 
him in the empty park from 10 feet away. 

I called Demaria on the phone and 
said, “I’m here—where’s everyone else?” 

“They moved it to a shady part of the 
park,” he said, and then gave me the direc¬ 
tions. “They said Congo Square was too 
sunny and hot.” 

“Goat’s here all by himself.” 
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“He said moving it was bullshit; he 
wanted to stay where the spirits were.” 

“All right,” I said. “But I agree with 
Goat on this one.” 

“Me too,” Demaria replied, “but what 
you gonna do?” 

I was pretty psyched when I saw the 
brightly colored conflagration and heard 
the drums and saw the Mardi Gras 
Indians dancing in full regalia with their 
bouncing feathered headdresses that 
made them look 10 feet tall. I was smok¬ 
ing on a strain called Elvis Bud (it was 
4/20, after all) when someone pointed to 
a skinny man in a baseball cap, sunglasses 
and a long, phony beard and told me, 
“That’s Leonardo DiCaprio in disguise.” 

“Far out,” I said. 

With a loud metallic squealch, the 
Stooges Brass Band started to rip, a 
thunder of syncopated drums and horns. 
Dancing Man, wearing his blue marshal’s 
uniform and a silver-blue embroidered 
sash bearing his name, led the proces¬ 
sion into the streets of New Orleans. 

There were no signs or placards, no 
banners or bullhorns announcing our 
cause, just the ebb and swell of breath 
through brass, the rise and fall of feet on 
the pavement. I wondered how Dr. John, 
the creaky-boned patriarch of these sounds 


and visions, would keep up with us—until 
I looked back and saw him riding in a 
bicycle-drawn chariot toward the rear. 

When we arrived at the Mississippi 
River, Dr. John mumbled some inaudible 
words that I’m pretty sure had something 
to do with people coming together and 
becoming one—and I don’t know about 
the rest of the city, the rest of America or 
the rest of planet Earth, but those of us 
who had marched in that line and were 
standing there now had achieved his 
prophesied state of unity. 

Buckets containing the ashes from 
the prayer fires of the last four days were 
poured into the Mississippi River, the 
American aorta, that ancient waterway 
that has seen the best and the worst of us, 
our wars and our triumphs, our mechani¬ 
cal genius and our callous disregard. Swept 
downstream by the current, the soot of 
our effort was headed to the sick waters 
of the Gulf of Mexico, where it would 
mingle with the glow-in-the-dark oysters 
and the tumor-lobsters and the eyeless 
shrimp while drifting east along the coasts 
of Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Florida. At the southernmost latitude of 
our nation, it would all be picked up by 
the Gulf Stream and carried north past the 
perfectly tanned and trim bodies laying out 


on Miami Beach, up the Eastern Seaboard 
to the melting shores of Greenland. 

Feasibly, our ashes would then be 
picked up by the Norwegian current, 
where they would coast along the shores 
of the United Kingdom, a country whose 
dominion over the Earth was once so vast 
that it was said the sun never set on the 
British Empire. And while that statement 
no longer holds true for the sovereign 
nation of England, it is demonstrably cor¬ 
rect for the corporate empire of BP, which 
has numerous offices in six of the seven 
continents, excluding only Antarctica. 

And maybe, at that point, they will 
wind through the English Channel up 
past Kent, on the southwestern corner 
of the isle, where Tony Hayward and his 
family live in a sprawling mansion. And 
possibly, they will find the retired BP CEO 
there by the shore, brooding upon his 
career’s ignominious end, reassuring him¬ 
self that he’d done what he could for both 
the people of the Gulf and BP’s sharehold¬ 
ers across the globe. And hopefully, in that 
moment of solemn reflection, the water 
carrying the ashes of our prayers—along 
with trace elements of petroleum, Corexit 
and decayed Gulf sea creatures—will rise 
just enough to crash on the rocks in front 
of him and spit in his eye. ^

Once the smoke had cleared, DeAngelo reiterated

What was the primary message 
you hoped to send with the 
rally in Oakland? 

The main point was to use 
the opportunity of President 
Obama’s visit as a way to 
draw attention to the dispar¬ 
ity between Attorney General 
Eric Holder’s sworn testimony 
before Congress and what’s 
actually happening in Cali¬ 
fornia. The attorney general 
testified that the Department 
of Justice is taking enforce¬ 
ment actions only against 
individuals and organizations 
out of compliance with state 
law Well, that clearly is not 
what’s going on here. 

Melinda Haag hasn’t even 
accused Harborside of violat¬ 
ing any state laws, is that 
correct? 

Yes, that’s 100 percent 
accurate. In the complaint 
that was taped to our door, 
there is no allegation of any 
acts of wrongdoing on the 
part of Harborside Health 
Center whatsoever, except 
that we are selling cannabis 
in violation of federal law. 
There is no allegation that 
we’re too close to a school, 
or that we were laundering 
money, or that we were out of 
compliance with state law in 
any other way. 

In a subsequent state¬ 
ment, US Attorney Haag said

that she targeted Harborside 
because we are the largest 
dispensary, and the largest 
dispensaries tend to result 
in more cannabis getting 
into the hands of people who 
shouldn’t have it. That’s not 
true—but even if it were true, 
that’s still not a reason to 
target a specific organization 
like Harborside with a spotless 
track record of legal compli¬ 
ance. The whole reason that 
we’re the largest collective in 
California is because we pro¬ 
vide the highest level of care 
possible. So to me, we’re being 
targeted because we’ve done 
too good a job! 

Are they trying to remove the 
best and most reputable dis¬ 
pensaries so that they can’t be 
used as a positive example of 
medical cannabis distribution? 
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When the US Attorneys 
in California announced this 
enforcement campaign last 
October, they said they’d 
be targeting criminals and 
profiteers. But if you take a 
look at who they’ve actually 
gone after, it reads like an 
honor roll of the most legiti¬ 
mate and forward-thinking 
medical cannabis providers 
in the state of California—the 
ones who’ve created the most 
successful examples of a dis¬ 
pensary system. 

Our system creates jobs, 
creates tax revenue, takes 
citizens out of contact with 
criminals, reduces the burden 
on law enforcement, and 
takes money away from the 
illicit underground. Their 
system destroys jobs and tax 
revenue, forces otherwise law- 
abiding citizens into contact 
with criminal organizations, 
increases the burden on law 
enforcement and requires 
huge expenditures of tax rev¬ 
enue-all while sending more 
and more money into the 
criminal underground. If Har- 
borside were to be closed, $22 
million of unregulated can¬ 
nabis sales would be shifted 
to the streets of Oakland. And 
that’s the last thing this city 
needs right now. 

Do you have a sense of whether 
the US Attorney in this case is 
acting in defiance of the policy 
articulated by the Obama 
administration and the attor¬ 
ney general, or if this is part of a 
coordinated strategy originat¬ 
ing in Washington, DC? 

We don’t have the answer 
to that question yet, unfor¬ 
tunately, but I’m working to 
get some answers. The one 
thing that we know for sure is 
that there’s just this incred¬ 
ible disparity between what 
Eric Holder told Congress 
and what’s happening on the 
ground in California. 

The number one thing 
we need to do is to call for a 
freeze on all these enforce¬ 
ment actions nationwide until 
the highest levels of the DOJ 
can review them—not just the 
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DeAngelo leads 
a rally and march 
in Oakland.

action against Harborside, 
but every enforcement action 
across the country. We should 
see if these enforcement 
actions are consistent with 
the attorney general’s state¬ 
ments to Congress, because 
they sure don’t appear to be. 

Personally, I feel that this 
is a tipping point for our 
movement—it could tip either 
way. This is an opportunity 
for us to step forward, claim 
the momentum and stop this 
assault before it goes any 
further. But failing that, I 
think that we’re going to see 
seriously emboldened prosecu¬ 
tors across the country. So if 
Melinda Haag is successful at 
using the civil-forfeiture mech¬ 
anism to close Harborside— 
with its model of legitimacy 
and all of its resources—then 
every prosecutor in the coun¬ 
try is going to be able to do the 
same. It will be an incredibly 
inexpensive, very effective way 
for the Department of Justice 
to entirely close down safe 
access to patients across the 
United States. And so, to my 
viewpoint, we either stop this 
thing now or it’s going to have 
the potential to completely 
destroy safe access across the 
country in the not-too-distant 
future. 


Will you be able to keep Har- 
borside’s doors open pending 
the outcome of your legal chal¬ 
lenge to the forfeiture action? 

Our intention is to remain 
open pending the outcome 
of that trial. The only way we 
would envision that changing 
is if we were raided, which of 
course could happen at any 
moment. But we believe that 
there is a legal path to victory, 
and our intention is to use 
the court of public opinion to 
forestall the possibility of a raid 
while we pursue that legal case. 

The good news is, I’ve been 
able to make more high-level 
political progress in the last 
two weeks than in the last 
three years put together, 
because people now recognize 
the urgency of this situation. 

So I think that we have the 
possibility of taking this threat 
and turning it into a triumph. 

At the rally, you spoke 
about the “lost voices” of the 
patients. How would they be 
affected by a shutdown of the 
dispensaries? 

When dispensaries are 
closed, the most vulnerable 
patients suffer the most—the 
ones least able to go out and 
find new sources of supply and 
negotiate the illicit market. 


If you have someone whose 
medical condition is not very 
extreme, who’s fairly young 
and moves in social circles 
where cannabis is common, it 
might not be a big problem for 
them to replace their source of 
medicine. But for a senior citi¬ 
zen, someone in a wheelchair, 
or someone with impaired 
vision or debilitating nau¬ 
sea, going out into the illicit 
marketplace is going to be an 
almost impossible challenge. 

And we know that those 
patients are going to end up 
suffering—seriously suffering. 
Patients like Jayden David, 
the five-year-old featured on 
Weed Wars , who requires a 
very special custom formula¬ 
tion to control his epileptic 
seizures. It took Harborside 
working with a tincture 
specialist for several months 
to develop the alcohol-free, 
low-THC, CBD-rich medicine 
that’s been so effective at 
treating his epilepsy. You can’t 
find that kind of medicine out 
on the street. You also can’t 
find laboratory-tested medi¬ 
cine. So it’s those patients 
who are most at risk with 
health issues, who have the 
most to fear from contamina¬ 
tion, who have the largest 
need for a pure, reliable and 
safe source of medicine, that 
are going to be hurt the most. 

Also, at Harborside we 
have our holistic care clinic, 
which gives free acupuncture, 
chiropractic and alternative 
therapies to patients. And we 
provide a thousand patients 
with a free gram and a half of 
medicine every week. Those 
low-income patients depend 
on us so that they don’t go 
without their medicine. 

Cannabis can be used to reduce 
or replace more harmful and 
dangerous prescription drugs, 
which is obviously a threat to 
the pharmaceutical industry’s 
bottom line. Do you think that’s 
a part of why this is happening? 

When you think about 
pharmaceutical companies 
and cannabis, it’s kind of a 
complex picture, because there 
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are a lot of different compa¬ 
nies out there that may be 
looking at it in different kinds 
of ways. So yes, those who 
manufacture pharmaceuticals 
for pain control or anxiety or 
insomnia or for depression or 
spasticity are clearly going to 
view cannabis as a threat. 

On the other hand, some 
more forward-thinking 
pharmaceutical companies 
will want to enter this market 
in the future. And there are 
patients who are going to 
need pharmaceutical cannabis 
preparations, where they pull 
out one or two or three canna- 
binoids and combine them into 
something new, or put them 
into a unique delivery format 
so you can get a really concen¬ 
trated dose right to the site of 
a tumor, for example. I think 
there’s going to be a valuable 
role for those types of cannabis 
medicine down the road. 

But I also believe that 
the vast majority of people 
will want to use non-phar- 
maceutical preparations. At 


Harborside, for example, we 
sell a sublingual spray that in 
all regards is almost identical 
to Sativex [a whole-plant can¬ 
nabis extract manufactured 
by GW Pharmaceuticals]—but 
we sell it at one-tenth of 
the price. How? Because we 
produce it to nutraceutical 
standards rather than phar¬ 
maceutical standards. 

Clear statements coming from 
the Obama Administration 
and the Department of Justice 
certainly made it seem like 
compliance with state law was 
going to be the standard recog¬ 
nized by the federal govern¬ 
ment. Given the chance to go 
back and do things differently 
knowing what you do now, 
would you still pursue this? 

If I had known six years ago 
the position that we would 
be in today, it wouldn’t make 
any difference in what I would 
have done. You don’t make for¬ 
ward motion without taking 
risks. Social movements for 
social justice require courage,

and they require people to 
stand up in the face of injus¬ 
tice—and sometimes to make 
the sacrifice of being hurt in 
the process. 

If people weren’t willing to 
do that, we would still have 
segregation in this country; we 
wouldn’t have a 
40-hour work¬ 
week and so many 
other things. Over 
the last six years, 
we’ve been able to 
build an incred¬ 
ible temple to 
cannabis—a place 


that really is worthy of this 
amazing plant—while showing 
the world that you can dis¬ 
tribute cannabis in a way that 
brings benefits and not harm 
to communities. 

That example, regardless 
of what happens next in the 
short term, is going to stand. 
And in the long term, I know 
that ultimately we’re on the 
right side of history. There’s 
no question in my mind that 
we’re going to win this strug¬ 
gle. There’s no doubt in my 
mind that when our grand¬ 
children read about what 
we’ve done, they’ll be proud. 
And you know, I can’t think of 
another mission that I would 
rather have in life; I can’t 
think of anything that would 
be more fulfilling 
than to tell the truth 
about this amazing 
plant and bring it 
to people who very 
desperately need it. 
So, no—I wouldn’t 
do anything 
differently. ^

subject Moondance 


from Scott Rose 


t* l just started listening to your pod¬ 
casts, and I am officially addicted: 
Your show is extremely informa¬ 
tive and entertaining! 

Let me preface my question 
by saying that I’ve been growing 
outdoors in Southern Ontario, 
Canada, for five years now, using 
the same genetics every year. I’ve 
just noticed several of my outdoor 
plants showing flowers as of late 
July, but my records indicate that 
my plants generally start showing 
in mid-August. So my question is 
this: Everything else being equal, 
could the moon phase this year 
be the cause of the early flower¬ 
ing? It was a new moon in mid-July 
(making it darker), and in previous 
years it always seemed closer to a 
full moon. 

Thanks for all the hard work 
you continue to do—as well as 
everyone else at High Times'. 


Dear Scott, 

Yes, it could be the darkness of the new 
moon that caused your plants to flower a 
bit earlier this year. Climate change might 
also be playing a factor: Unseasonably 
warm temperatures combined with the 
extra-dark nights of mid-July could have 
tricked your plants into beginning their 
flowering stage sooner than usual. 

However, the plants could also be 
slowly acclimating to their environment 
(i.e., over several generations) and adjust¬ 
ing their blooming schedule based on the 
short fall season and earlier frosts in your 
area. Flowering times are never carved in 
stone, and they can shift ever so slightly 
each year depending on the atmospheric 
circumstances. Cannabis, like many 
plants, has a natural ability to adjust over 
time in order to thrive in less hospitable 
environments.

subject: Jar Cure 
from Jessi & James 

We cure in Mason jars. Does the amount of 
cannabis in the jar affect the quality of the 
cure? Also, is there a difference between 
large- and small-capacity jars, and does 
the amount of air space left in the jar play 
a factor in the finished product? If size and 
space do have an influence, we’d love to 
know what sized jar and how much space 
you’d recommend. And thanks for the 
show! We love having such an informative 
and entertaining podcast to listen to while 
we’re at work in the garden. 

Dear Jessi & James, 

Thanks so much for the kind words. Glad 
to hear you enjoy the column and pod¬ 
cast. The amount of air inside the jar 
will determine how quickly the mois¬ 
ture remaining in your buds is drawn 
out—meaning the more air in the jar, the 
quicker your buds will cure. Ajar filled 
with buds will cure more slowly than one 
that’s half full, so you can use this knowl¬ 
edge to slow down or speed up your cur¬ 
ing process depending on the level of 
water left inside your buds. 

Post-harvest, you will first have to trim 
and hang your buds up to dry. This pro¬ 
cess should take about a week or two, 
depending on the heat and humidity in 
your area. (It’s always best to stretch this 
process out longer than three or four days 
in order to ensure that you aren’t lock¬ 
ing in that “green” chlorophyll taste.) Add 
a humidifier to your drying room if you 


think your nuggets are drying out too 
quickly. Also, never leave a fan blowing 
directly onto your drying colas, but make 
sure the air is circulating to avoid mold. 

After you’ve determined that your buds 
are sufficiently dried, you’re ready to jar 
them up for the cure. The stems should 
break instead of bending, and the out¬ 
side of the flowers should feel bone-dry to 
the touch. But there’s still plenty of water 
remaining inside the bud, and the curing 
process will slowly “sweat” it out. 

Always use opaque jars (i.e., ones you 
can’t see through) and place them in a 
cool, dark place. Open the jars to deter¬ 
mine the level of moisture and leave 
them open if there’s any condensation 
forming on the inside of the glass. Slowly 
but surely, if you open and close the jars 
once or twice a day, the moist air will be 
replenished by dry air and the water that 
remains in the middle of your bud will 
work its way out and then evaporate into 
the air altogether. After three weeks to a 
month or so of curing, your buds should 
taste and burn perfectly. 


subject Harvest Weights 
from: Bennie 

Are the harvest weights reported by seed 
sellers “wet” weight or “dry” weight? 

Dear Bennie, 

The weights that seed breeders report are 
for dried buds per plant under ideal cir¬ 
cumstances. Keep in mind, however, that 
these numbers are somewhat arbitrary 


and reflect an average yield rather than an 
actual one. They should be treated simply 
as guidelines, since a great many factors 
will affect your eventual yields. Whether 
you grow indoors or out, in small contain¬ 
ers or large, and with a short or long vege¬ 
tating stage will be much bigger factors in 
your end result. 


subject Contamination From Hermies

^•Ifl have a hermaphroditic plant in my 
outdoor garden, can it pollinate the rest of 
my crop? 

Dear Mike, 

Yes, indeed—a hermaphroditic plant has 
the potential to seed your entire garden, 
indoors or out. That’s why it’s so impor¬ 
tant to get your initial seeds or clones 
from a reliable source. Growing out and 
maintaining your own mother plants is 
the only tried-and-true way to avoid the 
dreaded hermaphrodite. 

Hermaphroditic plants are those that 
exhibit the sexual organs of both males 
and females. It’s easy to spot males, but 
much tougher to discern a female with 
some male flowers interspersed. These 
are the “hermies” that can ruin an entire 
crop, and they must be removed from the 
garden immediately and destroyed. Keep 
in mind that there are some strains that 
only show these types of symptoms very 
late in flowering (particularly Southeast 
Asian genetics such as Thai), but these 
can still be deemed “keepers” due to the 
fact that it happens close to harvest and 
the premature males don’t have time to 
do any damage. 


subject Cannabis Careers 
from: Jordan 

This isn’t a question on how to grow my 
medical cannabis, but on how to grow 
my career in medical cannabis. I want to 
be involved in the cannabis industry and 
legalization movement in some capacity; 
I think I’d like this to be my “career path.” 
My ultimate dream isn’t too far off from 
what you and your producer Mike are 
doing. To get there, however, I first need 
to find my start. I have yet to be able to 
grow due to the high rental prices in this 
ski town I’m in. I’m moving to a bigger 
area to deal with this.

My only experience in the industry is 
from budtending at a local low-volume 
dispensary, which prompts my second 
question: Where should I begin? What 
advice would you give someone who is 
aspiring to do well in the industry? Is there 
anything in particular I can do to help my 
career? Or maybe you could share some 
piece of advice that helped you do well. 
Dear Jordan, 

A career in the cannabis industry and 
legalization movement isn’t for everyone, 
but I can testify that it’s truly as fulfill¬ 
ing as it is fun. Working to free canna¬ 
bis from prohibition can be challenging, 
but it helps to know we’re on the right 
side of this fight, and getting to meet and 
interact with all of the great business- 
people and activists in the movement 
has been a dream come true. 

As for your question: Portland, OR, 
is a wonderful place with many great 
opportunities in both the business end 
and activist end of the movement. Colo¬ 
rado isn’t too shabby in that department 
either, so you should make your decision 
based on where you’d enjoy living most. 

Hopefully, no matter where you end 
up, you’ll have both commerce and activ¬ 
ism as a part of your efforts, because all 
cannabusinesses should be supporting 
the nonprofits that work to free the plant 
for everyone, and the only way our fight 
will be won is if everybody contributes. 

My advice for launching your can¬ 
nabis career is simple: attend as many 
pot-related events as you can and meet 
the people that make them happen. The 
Seattle Hempfest, Boston Freedom Rally, 
Portland’s Hempstalk and the Hash Bash 


in Ann Arbor, MI are all great events 
where you can mingle with people in the 
industry. Our High Times Medical Can¬ 
nabis Cups and the Cannabis Cup in 
Amsterdam are also wonderful places to 
have some fun and learn about the plant 
and those working to spread the word. 

At first, remember to do more lis¬ 
tening than talking and absorb every¬ 
thing you can. Learn to discern who 
knows what they’re talking about and 
who doesn’t, and that way you’ll be able 
to separate yourself from the charlatans 
and shysters who, sadly, infest every bur¬ 
geoning industry. Above all, work hard 
and have fun! 


subject Fungus Among Us? 

FROM: K.N. 

Hey, H7"! I’m running into a problem here: 

A couple of my plants are starting to 
turn purple around the buds and on the 
stems. At first I thought it was just the 
strain showing off its genes, but then it 
became more predominant, and now it’s 
happening on more than one strain. But 
the rest of my plants are doing great! I’ve 
searched through your website and also 
read Jorge’s grow bible, and I can’t seem 
to put a finger on what’s going on. I’ve 
had some people tell me it’s a fungus and 
others tell me it’s a nutrient deficiency, 
but either way, they aren’t looking too 
healthy. They’re being grown in 5-gallon 
buckets with a potting soil/compost mix 
(nothing fancy) here in New York state 
during a great summer, not too much 
rain. Please help! Should I flush them? 
Should I pull them? I’ve never encountered 
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Danko Tip: Burnt leaf tips are almost always a sign of over-fertilization. 
Flush your medium with plain water immediately. 



this before, and I need to know what to do so they don’t ruin my 
other plants. I’ve included some pics. Any help or advice is greatly 
appreciated. 

Dear K., 

I can see that your problem is definitely a fungus. It’s eating 
away at the tops of your plants and will quickly work its way 
down. Although it appears as a purpling of the plant, what 
it really signifies is the coming death of any plants that have 
already been infected, as well as the healthy surrounding ones. 

If the problem has just begun, you can try to selectively cut 
out the affected areas and spray the rest with an organic fun¬ 
gicide. If it seems like the diseased plants are quickly deteri¬ 
orating, remove and discard them completely and spray the 
remaining healthy plants with the fungicide. 


subject Light Leaks Outdoors 
from Jake & Bake 

I have some autoflowering Blue Ryder growing outdoors in my 
backyard, but there’s a streetlight about 25 to 30 yards away. Will 
this mess up my plants’ light cycle? If so, do I have any options or 
am I SOL? 

Dear Jake, 

Outdoor plants can be affected by bright streetlights that are 
too close; however, since yours are an autoflowering strain, 
they won’t be. Plants that haven’t been grown from autoflow¬ 
ering seeds might never enter the flowering stage due to the 
amount of light they receive at night. Although moonlight 
won’t affect them, a much closer light source can. Outdoor 
growers seeking to grow from regular seeds or clones can try to 
shield their plants from excess artificial light using some form 
of tarp or other sturdy, light-tight barricade during the evening 
hours. ^

Why 
not? In clinical practice, we 
never meet the untroubled. 

The thousands of people 
who use cannabis without 
problems never make it into 
our offices. Huge studies have 
repeatedly shown that there 
is no pharmacological drive in 
humans that makes cannabis 
consumption definitely lead 
to harder drugs. ^

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Guns and Pills 
Don’t Mix 

A few simple restrictions could protect 
the public while still allowing responsible 
owners to keep their guns. 


T he blood on the floor in that movie 
theater in Aurora, CO, wasn’t even 
dry before Americans began a rush 
to gun stores with the rallying cry: “The 
death count would’ve been lower if some¬ 
one had been armed!” 

Guns sales surged to 
record levels, and the 
gun manufacturers 
were dancing in the 
streets after counting 
their profits. Of course, 
a disinfo story began 
spreading as well, con¬ 
cerning mind control 
and how these kinds 
of shootings are likely 
orchestrated to promote 
fear and create a com¬ 
pliant populace (i.e., one 
with other worries than 
overturning the private 
banking cartel that runs 
the militaries and rules 
the world). 

The reality is that 
they don’t need to 
orchestrate shootings 
with MK/ULTRA-style 
programs. They just 
need to keep the phar¬ 
maceuticals flowing, because we have a 
perfect storm today of guns and pills for 
everyone. 

When a person is high on cannabis, 
you can look into their eyes and know 
they’re stoned, and that stone can move 
telepathically into you when you make 
empathetic contact. But when pill freaks 
are blasted on their painkillers of choice, 
there’s usually no empathetic anything , 
and you’ll seldom find a real, connect¬ 
able human consciousness behind their 
pupils. 

Although I’ve been lecturing about the 
overprescription of pills for more than 
a decade—as well as the downstream 
negative fallout that grows worse each 
year—the pills just keep on flowing, and 
the gun sales just keep on growing. 

When I try to discuss these issues 
online, NRA stooges jump all over me. 
They are very well organized and have a 


huge Internet presence. They are, in fact, 
the most powerful lobby in Washington, 
which should really come as no sur¬ 
prise since the NRA is just a front for 
the masters of war. I just tell the NRA 

stooges that I’d like 
to see an end to the 
gun-show loophole that 
allows anyone access to 
almost any weapon. I’d 
also like to see a ban on 
convicted criminals and 
psych patients under 
medication possessing 
weapons. I’d like to 
see more paint pellets 
and rubber bullets in 
circulation, with greater 
controls and restric¬ 
tions on more lethal 
ammunition. And I’d 
like to see compulsory 
training and education 
for people with guns. 

But none of my sug¬ 
gestions ever make a 
dent in the boilerplate 
being spread by the 
NRA. My ideas can’t 
seem to get past that 
rallying cry: “The death 
count would’ve been lower if... ” But I’ve 
started my own rallying cry, and it goes 
like this: “The death count would be zero 
if psych patients weren’t allowed guns.” 

I think we can all agree that the best 
and sanest course of action right now is 
whichever one can eliminate the death 
count, rather than one that attempts to 
reduce violence with more violence. 

At some point in time, this country is 
going to have to stand up to the masters 
of war and do something about its run¬ 
away gun and pill problems. And it defi¬ 
nitely wouldn’t hurt if the media decided 
that hippies were cool again and actually 
start encouraging nonviolent alternative 
lifestyles. When I made that suggestion 
online, I was swarmed and told that my 
disarming of America was tantamount 
to aiding and abetting the shooters.

And, at first, it seemed that’s exactly what 
you were going to do. But now, when sup¬ 
port for the medical and even recreational 
use of cannabis is at an all-time high, 
you’ve doubled down on the failed policies 
of the past, allowing federal raids on med¬ 
ical marijuana dispensaries to increase, 
and targeting even the most respectable 
organizations like Oaksterdam University 
and Harborside Health Center. You’ve also 
employed the IRS and US Attorneys to 
threaten and intimidate individuals—even 
state and local government employees— 
with prosecutions and property seizures, 


despite being in compliance with state 
law. And—most disgraceful of all—you’ve 
refused to support FDA-approved research 
on the benefits of medical marijuana for 
combat veterans with post-traumatic 
stress disorder. Basically, you’ve betrayed 
your own base. 

Thus my current dilemma: In the light 
of your aggression against marijuana 

users, do I really want to vote 
for you again? Then again, do 
I have much choice? Obviously, 
voting for Mitt the Shit is out 
of the question—I agree with 
absolutely zero in the Republi¬ 
can platform, and Romney has 
made it clear that he vehe¬ 
mently opposes even medical 
marijuana and would do every¬ 
thing he could to shut it down. 
Alternatively, there’s the Fiber- 
tarian nominee, Gary Johnson, 
an outspoken advocate of 
ending the War on Drugs and fully legal¬ 
izing cannabis for adults. I know Johnson 
personally: He’s an intelligent, sincere 
candidate and a very decent guy, but I just 
can’t get behind his laissez-faire economic 
policies. Ironically, I find the most attrac¬ 
tive option to be a comedian: Peace and 
Freedom Party candidate Roseanne Barr, 
who favors not only legalizing weed, but 
also ending corrupt banking practices and 
establishing legal equality for all. The only 
problem is, as much as I love her platform 
and the idea of supporting a third party, 
as a realist I know damn well she’ll never 
win, and that a vote for her only helps 
hand the presidency to Romney. 

So it looks like I may end up voting for 
you again, Barry—this time by default, 
as the lesser of two evils. I can only hope 
that, like your stance on gay marriage, 
your position on marijuana will “evolve” 
and that, in your second term (when you 
no longer need worry about re-election), 
you’ll scale back the Drug War and allow 
voter initiatives and state laws to proceed 
unfettered, leading us to a more rational 
drug policy based on science and compas¬ 
sion rather than misinformation and fear.

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Anniversary of Oppression 

Cannabis prohibition is now 75 years old. Will it ever end?

T he great failed social experiment 
of alcohol prohibition instituted 
in the 1920s lasted barely a dozen 
years. It took a constitutional amendment 
(the 18th) to ban alcohol products, and 
another one (the 21st) to restore them 
to the free market. Was there a similar 
constitutional amendment that outlawed 
cannabis products in 1937? 

Of course not. 

But that’s how the hypocrisy and 
duplicity of cannabis prohibition was 
given life. America’s modern policy of 
vilifying, arresting, prosecuting and incar¬ 
cerating cannabis consumers, cultivators 
and marketers is now hrmly entrenched. 
However, based on public-opinion surveys 
and focus groups, three-quarters of the 
American public strongly supports “soft” 
reforms, such as medical access and 
decriminalization of small amounts for 
personal use. According to Gallup polls, 

50 percent of Americans now want canna¬ 
bis legally controlled in a manner similar 
to alcohol, tobacco and pharmaceuticals. 
Moreover, the federal government can 
proffer no data or statistics indicating 
that its war on cannabis consumers has 
had any meaningful success whatsoever 
(except for turning them into convicted 
criminals). Virtually every governmen¬ 
tal commission has recommended that, 
at a minimum, the possession of small 
amounts of cannabis for personal adult 
use should be decriminalized. 



Currently, 17 states and the District of 
Columbia have decided to abandon the 
federal government’s scientifically absurd 
and inhumane prohibition on people 
using cannabis therapeutically with a 
physician’s recommendation. Additionally, 
14 states and numerous large municipali¬ 
ties have rejected the federal government’s 
blanket prohibition on cannabis and 
decriminalized possession. On Election 
Day, the voting public will once again 
have the opportunity to put serious politi¬ 
cal and economic pressure on Congress 
and the executive branch to end the 
national prohibition of cannabis. But will 
Congress ever actually hold preliminary 
hearings to finally start the process of 
reforming the federal government’s can¬ 
nabis policies, no matter which political 
party assumes control or which candidate 
is elected president? 

Of course not. 

That being the case, can cannabis 


prohibition continue to prevail in a free- 
market-oriented democracy like America, 
where approximately one in eight citizens 
is deemed a “criminal” by their own gov¬ 
ernment because of their cannabis use? 

Of course not. 

Even the DEA’s own chief admin¬ 
istrative-law judge has ruled that, “in 
strict medical terms, marijuana is far 
safer than many foods we commonly 
consume. Marijuana in its natural form 
is one of the safest therapeutically active 
substances known to man.” 

Reefer madness continues to afflict 
US politicians, but lawmakers in Europe, 
Central America and South America are 
expressing severe frustration with our 
country’s failed cannabis policies and 
law-enforcement priorities. Currently, as 
many as eight countries in the Americas 
are seeking to legalize cannabis in defi¬ 
ance of the United States. 

Which brings us to another question: 
Can the cannabis plant legalize itself? 

Of course not. 

But through our efforts, we can all 
help to legalize this remarkable, utilitar¬ 
ian, affordable and eminently safe plant. 
For starters, don’t vote for any politician 
who wants to continue with another 
75 years of cannabis prohibition. Get 
involved in your own liberation. 

If we work in concert, can we end 
cannabis prohibition in our lifetime? 

Of course. ^
